GRENOBLE  TO  GENEVA. 


The  journey  frem  Grenoble  to  Geneva  is  made  by 
diligence  in  two  day."!,  allowing  of  14  hours’  rest  at 
Chambery.  In  England  or  America  this  were  an 
imposition  upon  that  omnipotent  and  unsentimental 
creature,  the  public.  The  distance  is  in  fact  but  a 
day’s  ride.  But  there  are  occasions  when  books, 
however  good,  are  well  exchanged  for  divine  symbols ; 
when  business  industry,  however  productive,  should 
be  of  less  account  with  us  than  quiet  observation. 

This  journey,  in  all  the  goodly  provocations  of  June, 
is  eminendy  of  that  class ;  and  it  is  a  man’s  own  fault 
if  the  time  be  not  all  gain  to  him  in  things  mote  pre¬ 
cious  than  book  knowledge  or  gold. 

The  morning  of  our  departure  from  Grenoble 
found  us  wijding  about  amid  the  sublimities  of  the 
H  gh  Alps.  The  scenery  is  stern  rather  than  beau¬ 
tiful,  but  the  historic  associations  of  the  region  are 
sterner  still.  Our  route  passed  near  the  Grande  Char- 
treiiiie,  the  dreary  and  hardly  approachable  retreat 
of  S',  ^runo,  who  in  the  eleventh  century  suddenly 
forsook  fortune  and  high  position  at  Paris,  to  occupy 
here  a  cave,  and  assimilate  himself  to  the  wild  beasts. 
This  groveling  interpretation  of  the  command  ‘  Love 
not  the  world,’  passed  for  inspiration  in  those  days  ; 
so  that  Bruno  became  a  saint,  and  founded  an  order 
of  monks  who  continue  to  this  day,  occupying  a  vast 
unsightly  monastery  a  little  below  the  cave.  The 
order  was  soon  enriched  by  legacies  and  royal  favors, 
until  it  owned  not  only  mountains,  but  plains  and 
villages.  F rom  its  gloomy  retreat  it  governed  the 
agiiciilture  of  the  fertile  valley  to  the  west,  and  for 
feudal  times,  directed  it  well.  The  fame  of  the  monks 
in  our  day  is  of  a  more  questionable  character :  they 
have  the  reputation  of  distilling  the  best  liquors  in 
France  !  From  this,  one  might  imagine  their  piety 
to  be  of  rather  a  mellow  'i'escription ;  but  it  is  in  fact 
the  very  reverse — not  only  unsocial  and  woman-hat¬ 
ing,  but  anti-gregarious  eten,  solitary,  tongue-tied, 
dire  !  They  eat  together  but  once  a  week,  live  under 
vows  of  s'lence,  and  doze  away  existence  in  ugly 
cells,  thus  enduring  voluntarily  that  state’s  prison  re¬ 
gimen  which,  according  to  American  temperance- 
doxy,  is  the  desert  of  all  who  “o^age  in  the  manu¬ 
facture  and  vending  of  ardent  .'•pirits.  From  this 
diMual  di'-lillery  of  fanaticism  and  choice  liquors,  a 
hardy  traveler  may  climb  in  a  day  or  two  up  into 
those  savage  pas-es,  where  a  handful  of  Protestants 
for  centuries  defended  the  stfered  principles  and  rights 
of  Christianity,  against  the  Papal  hosts  of  France 
and  Savoy.  It  makes  one  shudder  to  look  over  this 
range  of  the  High  Alps,  and  think  for  what  game  it 
has  been  celebrated ;  how  for  ages  Satan,  with  all 
hi.s  dogs  of  war.  be. lowed  about  among  these  moun¬ 
tains  in  pursuit  of  the  children  of  God,  while  the 
bears  and  wolves  enjoyed  comparative  rest!  Further 
along  in  the  same  range  lie  the  scenes  of  the  minis¬ 
try  of  Felix  Neff;  the  perfect  opposite  of  Bruno,  and 
the  most  heroic  of  the  two.  Bruno  invented  auster 
ilies  which  Christianity  condemns,  that  he  rniaht 
merit  salvation  ;  Neff  endured  sacrifices  after  the  ex 
ample  of  Christ,  that  he  might  save  others:  the  mo¬ 
nument  of  one  exists  in  a  repulsive  establishment  of 
ill  employed  monks  ;  the  memory  of  the  other  is  an 
undying  flame  upon  the  family  altars  of  a  community 
raised  by  him  from  barbarous  ignorance  to  Ciuistian 
propriety  and  joy. 

Emerging*  from  the  passes  of  the  Alps  below  the 
Grand  Sum  we  descend  into  the  valley  of  the  Gre- 
sivaudan.  which  opens  out  of  the  valiey  of  the  Isere. 

:  nd  develop.s,  if  possible,  still  greater  charms.  The 
valley  here  spreads  out  into  bread  meadows,  dotted 
with  hamlets,  and  traversed  by  a  winding  road,  which 
seems  designed  to  afford  one  every  variety  of  view. 

The  cultivation  extends  high  up  upon  the  slopes  of 
the  encircling  mountains,  wliose  rocky  summit.'*  give 
greater  attraction  to  the  verdure  The  mosttiichani- 
ing  view,  however,  is  reserved  for  the  last.  From 
the  little  village  called  Les  E-chelles,  upoa  ihe  stream 
which  here  separates  France  from  Savoy,  the  road 
ascends  gently  till  it  strikes  the  bare  cliffs  which  at 
a  great  bight  rise  perpendiculaily  from  the  cultivated 
slopes,  and  present  a  seemingly  impassable  barrier. 
There,  at  the  mouth  of  a  tunnel  which  pierces  the 
summit  of  solid  rock,  we  lo(^  hack  over  this  wonder¬ 
ful  valley,  celebrated  as  the  richest  and  most  beauti¬ 
ful  in  France.  As  words  cannot  picture  .such  wide¬ 
spread  beauty  so  as  to  convey  any  thing  of  the  delight 
of  the  beholder,  we  spare  tliem  here.  It  is  enongl 
to  say,  that  once  at  this  stand-point  in  the  right  sea 
son,  a  man  can  never  forget  it.  Whatever  be  his 
burden  of  disagreeable  memorie-,  gathered  by  travel 
or  re.'idence  in  this  generally  monotonous  and  over 
praised  country,  it  will  fall  from  him  here.  Thii 
single  view  will  repay  him  for  all.  Taking  it  in  con 
neclion  with  the  scenery  of  the  Isere,  and  down  to 
Valence  on  the  Rhone,  he  cannot  but  feel  the  claim 
of  France  in  tliis  it#  redeeming  portion  ;  and  as  he 
wheels  into  the  dark  tunnel  which  conducts  him  to 
another  territory,  he  involuntarily  exclaims.  Adieu 
la  belle  France  ! 

It  is  a  striking  characteristic  of  Savoy,  that  the 
presence  of  man  cannot  spoil  it.  It  is  picturesque 
beyond  tltc  artist’s  ski;!,  though  people  and  cottages 
upon  approach,  excite  only  disgust  or  compassion 
The  interest  of  travel  is  for  the  most  part  greatest  in 
after-thoughts ;  when  the  consequent  knowledge  be 
comes  availaole,  or  possibly  vanity  is  pleased  with 
being  able  to  sav,  '•  I  have  seen.”  But  in  respect  to 
Savoy  and  Switzerland,  the  "fine  frenzy”  of  the  soul 
is  upon  the  spot ;  when  it  floats  av/ay  like  a  bird  to 
the  mountain,  .singing,  "O  Lord,  how  manifold  are 
thy  works !  in  wisdom  hast  thou  made  them  all :  the 
earth  is  full  of  thy  riches”  Thus  quietly  rejoicing 
we  rolled  rapidly  down  to  Chambery.  where  the  next 
day  a  different  study  awaited  us.  in  the  works  of 
man’s  own  righteousness.  It  was  the  Sabbath,  and 
some  great  fete-day  also.  There  was  a  procession 
fro  1-  the  cathedral  through  the  principal  streets,  to  a 
temporary  altar  at  the  edge  of  the  town  ;  great  efforts 
had  been  made  to  enlist  the  entire  population,  and 
plenary  indulgence  was  largely  promised  to  all  who 
should  join;  yet  were  this  proces.-ion  minutely  de¬ 
scribed,  it  would  be  deemed  a  burlesque.  The  hide¬ 
ous  dresses  of  the  penitents,  who  carried  each  a  long 
candle  ;  the  poor  attempts  at  effect  with  tawdry  pic¬ 
tures  and  images,  and  half-naked  children  trick-’d  out 
with  tinsel,  and  wings,  and  little  trumpets,  to  repre¬ 
sent  angels ;  the  shocking  idolatry  of  the  image  of  the 
\  irgin  ;  the  kneelings  and  crossings,  and  rapid  bead¬ 
telling.  and  the  ostentation  of  the  priesthood  in  the 
midst  of  the  poor-looking  mass,  made  altogether  a 
spectacle  too  foolish  for  laughter.  Tears  are  the 
ma-'t  natural  tribute  to  such  a  siglit,  from  one  who 
would  fain  respect  humanity.  It  was  said  that  there 
were  about  two  thousand  in  the  procession  ;  yet,  be¬ 
sides  the  body  of  priests,  and  the  escort  of  24  soldiers 
with  an  officer,  there  were  but  32  men.  and  those 
without  exception  persons  in  very  humble  life.  The 
rest  were  women  and  children.  There  was  comfirt 
in  this  evidence  that  respectable  men,  in  this  old  ca¬ 
pital  of  bigotry,  no  longer  succumb  to  such  nonsense. 
At  another  hour,  there  was  a  military  mass  in  the 
cathedral.  A-  this  was  for  the  garrison,  the  citi/pns 
could  not  attend,  for  want  of  room.  The  buildinz 
being  cleared,  with  the  exception  of  two  fixed  benches 
on  the  central  platform,  there  marched  in  a  drum¬ 
mer,  who  look  his  stand  at  tl.e  railing  before  the  al 
tar ;  at  the  tap  of  his  drum  there  followed,  first,  12 
sappers  and  miners  with  their  axes,  who  pas,'ed  be¬ 
hind  the  rail  and  stood,  six  upon  a  side,  close  by  the 
altar ;  then  a  band  of  musicians,  who  occupied  a  stand 
in  the  left  aisle  ;  and  finally  the  troops,  to  the  number 
of  150B,  who  filled  the  reiiiaini.Tg  space,  including 
the  aisle  which  pasM:d  ar<  uiid  bthiud  the  altar.  At 
the  ••goal  tb«y  grounded  arms,  and  stood  at  ease  with 
their  caps  on :  tha  music  of  the  band  then  commen' 
eed,  and  continued  with  only  short  intervals  for 
bnatluag  for  abont  half  an  hour,  while  at  the 


time  a  priest,  assisted  by  two  common  soldiers,  went 
through  with  the  mass.  Occasionally  the  music  was 
arrested  by  two  strong  beats  upon  the  drum,  when 
the  priest  turned  for  an  instant  and  made  a  sign  to¬ 
ward  the  people.  And  this  was  worship  for  the  poor 
soldiers !  No  song  of  praise,  no  audible  prayer,  no 
reading  of  thfe  word  of  God,  no  word  of  instruction; 
for  the  vast  majority  not  so  much  as  a  glimpse  of  the 
priest !  Their  service  was  to  stand  in  close  file  and 
listen  to  the  band  :  that  finished,  their  worship  for 
the  week  was  over  !  Such  is  a  military  mass.  Pro¬ 
testant  worship,  and  the  distribution  of  the  Bible  and 
evangelical  books,  are  rigorously  forbidden  in  this 
country  :  yet  Popish  law  is  not  omnipotent  here  as 
of  old,  and  the  Bible  Is  sold  in  spite  of  the  police ; 
chough  not  as  freely  as  in  Piedmont. 

The  city  of  Chambery,  though  the  capital  of  the 
old  Dukes  of  Savoy,  is  not  interesting;  the  countiy 
about  u,  however,  is  remarkably  fine,  and  widely  ce¬ 
lebrated  in  the  writings  of  Roasseau,  who  chose  a 
residence  at  a  place  near  the  town,  called  Les  Char- 
mettes.  This,  like  Ferney,  the  residence  of  Voltaire, 
is  now  a  favorite  pilgrimage  for  tourists.  It  is  idle 
to  quarrel  with  the  world’s  idolatry  of  genius ;  there 
are  no  doubt  many  good  Christians  who  would  visit 
Pandemonium,  if  they  could  see  it  empty,  and  be  sure 
of  getting  out  again.  But  we  trust  the  day  approach¬ 
es  when  goodness  shall  set  its  glory  above  genius, 
and  when  the  vestiges  of  evil  genius  shall  be  smooth¬ 
ed  away  Horn  an  earth  ta  which  angels  will  again 
delight  to  make  pilgrimage.  The  charm  of  this  ex¬ 
quisite  country  is  that  it  is  a  pictorial  lesson  in  divi¬ 
nity.  In  this  sense,  particu'arly,  it  becomes  the  ad¬ 
mirers  of  Calvin  not  to  overlook  it.  In  some  respects 
we  are  better  instructed  as  to  the  character  of  God, 
by  the  living  symbols  of  Nature,  than  by  all  the 
tomes  that  ever  issued  from  Geneva.  Our  reflections 
upon  natural  and  Calvinistic  theology,  so  appropriate 
to  this  journey  from  Chambery  to  Geneva,  were  up¬ 
on  one  occasion  vio’ently  interrupted.  About  mid¬ 
way,  we  crossed  a  wire  suspension  bridge  of  a  single 
span  600  feet  across,  and  600  feet  above  the  stream 
at  the  center !  The  wind  drew  down  the  gorge  like 
a  gale,  the  bridge  swung  sensibly,  and  as  we  were  all 
straining  our  eyes  to  see  where  we  should  be  landed 
if  slung  loose  from  our  dizzy  hammock,  away  wen* 
the  coachman’s  hat !  sailing  off  and  down,  down,  till 
It  lighted,  a  scarce  perceptible  speck  upon  the  rock, 
irrecoverably  lost !  The  view  from  the  bridge  is 
thrilling,  so  is  that  from  Mt.  Zion,  overlooking  Ge¬ 
neva  and  the  Lake  ;  but  nothing  upon  the  journey 
was  quite  so  exciting  a.s  the  flight  of  that  hat.

PUBLIC  WORSHIP. 


“  WHAT  MEAN  YE  BY  THIS  SERVICE  ?” 

The  visible  creation  indicates  the  presence  and  the 
agency  of  an  omniscient,  all-perfect,  and  eternal 
mind  ; — a  Being  whom  we  call  God,  and  whom  our 
.lature  teaches  us  to  adore.  The  heathen  are.  there 
fore,  justly  declared  to  be  without  excuse,  for  "  chang 
ing  the  glory  of  the  uncorruptible  God  into  an  image 
made  like  to  corruptible  man.”  "  Because,  that 
which  may  be  known  of  God,  is  manifest  in  them,” 
and  understood  by  the  things  that  are  made,  even 
his  eternal  power  and  godhead.”  When  they  bow 
down  before  such  workmanship  of  their  ow'd  hands, 
and  offer  before  it.  as  religious  homage,  acts  of  ob 
scenity  and  cruelty,  is  it  not  pertinent  to  ask  of  them 
‘  What  mean  ye  by  this  service  ?” 

But  such  absurdity  and  impiety  is  not  confined  to 
the  unovangelized  Pagan.  The  Church  of  Rome — 
the  Apocalyptic  '•  mother  of  harlots  and  abomina¬ 
tions,”  whose  comprehensive  characteristic,  as  given 
by  inspiration  of  God,  is  "  drunken  with  the  blood  of 
saints  and  of  the  martyrs  of  Jesus,”  and  “  merchan¬ 
dizing  in  the  souls  of  men” — stands  up  yet  before  the 
world,  and  claims  supremacy  as  a  Christian  church, 
while  she  offers  her  devotion  to  the  Infinite  Spirit  in 
an  unknown  tongue  ;  kneeling  before  a  carved  image 
of  a  woman  and  a  wooden  crucifix ;  burning  resinous 
gums,  and  sprinkling  consecrated  water.  Is  it  inap¬ 
propriate  to  ask  the  practitioners  of  such  mum¬ 
meries  What  mean  ye  by  this  service  ?”  And 
will  the  foolish  subterfuges  and  apologies  with  which 
they  contrive  to  satisfy  the  ignorant,  credulous  and 
superstitious  on  the  subject,  be  satisfactory  to  the 
omniscient  and  all-perfect  Mind  ? 

But  we  may  advance  a  step  further  in  this  matter 
of  Divine  worship,  and  find  the  same  question  still 
pertinent  and  proper,  though  it  may  seem  to  impli¬ 
cate  the  intelligence  and  consistency  of  some  Protest 
ant  religious  assemblages.  As,  for  example : 

When  I  approach  a  Protestant  Christian  sanctu¬ 
ary,  and  see  a  large  proportion  of  the  male.#  of  the 
congregation  gathered  outside  the  doors,  filling  each 
other’.s  minds  with  idle  gossip,  or  political  and  com¬ 
mercial  news,  or  gazing  at  Jt males  and  others,  who 
may  be  entering  the  house ;  I  find  myself  involun¬ 
tarily  asking,  for  what  purpose  they  came  thither, 
and  •'  What  mean  ye  by  this  service  V  Can  it  be 
to  Korship  a  Spirit,  with  the  supreme  homage  of 
mind  and  heart  7 

When  I  sit  in  such  a  sanctuary,  and  hear  the 
minister  at  God’s  altar  say  *■  Let  us  pray” — “  Let  us 
re  .d  the  word  of  God” — “  Let  us  sing  to  the  praise 
and  glory  of  God” — and  observe,  during  the  whole  of 
these  performances,  an  incessant  opening  and  shut¬ 
ting  of  doors — the  continual  tread  of  the  sexton 
(often  with  creaking  shoes)  showing  late  comers  to 
their  scats — the  interruption  of  those  who  apparently 
are  endeavoring  to  worship  their  Maker,  by  being 
obliged  tc  leave  their  pews  to  admit  females  to  the 
particular  places  which  fashion  assigns  them  ; — when 
even  the  solemnity  of  prayer  does  not  check  this  in¬ 
terruption  ;  and  the  congregation,  with  here  and  ] 
there  an  exception,  manifest  no  change  of  posture,  or 
assume  various  attitudes  ;  some  gazing  at  the  speaker, 
as  if  wondering  what  he  means ;  or  at  the  choir,  as  if 
singing  for  their  enteriainmeut ;  others  scanning  the 
assembly — and  otheis.  employed  in  mastication,  or 
preparing  for  slumber ;  I  think  that  a  Pagan  him¬ 
self  might  appropriately  ask  them  "  What  mean  ye 
by  this  service  7”  When,  as  the  servant  of  God  ad¬ 
dresses  the  assembly  in  His  name,  on  the  great  in- 
leiests  and  duties  of  the  soul.  I  witness  similar  in¬ 
attention  and  disturbances,  as  is  too  often  the  case, 
and  see  even  the  children  of  the  Sabbath  school, 
with  proiessedly  Christian  parents  at  their  side,  bring¬ 
ing  both  their  parents  and  their  institution  to  shame, 
by  turning  over,  comparing,  and  reading  their  Sab¬ 
bath  school  books,  and  other  modes  of  pastime 
during  the  entire  season  allotted  for  God’.s  worship  ; 
how  can  I  help  inquiring  whether  they  have  any 
distinct  and  rational  meaning  in  their  approach  unto 
God  7 

And  when  at  the  close  of  such  exercises,  and  in  ' 
passing  from  the  house  of  prayer,  I  behold  the  appa¬ 
rent  impatience  to  get  out — and  hear  the  frivolous 
remarks  and  vacant  laugh,  the  frequent  inquiry, 

"  How  was  you  pleased  7”  (as  if  the  whole  object 
had  been  diversion  and  pastime)  and  the  train  of 
small  criticism  upon  the  preacher’s  manner,  appear¬ 
ance,  &c..  &.C.,  and  not  unfrequently  the  censure  of 
being  loo  long  in  his  sermon,  or  his  prayers,  when 
full  one  quarter  of  the  time  allotted  for  the  entire 
service  has  been  consumed  by  playing  upon  and 
listening  to  a  musical  instrument,  and  that  too.  it 
may  be,  not  in  the  most  captivating  style  ; — am  I  too 
censorious  if  I  ask,  *•  What  mean  ye  by  this  service  7” 
OBVIOCS  REri.r.CTIONB. 

L  The  Deity,  who  is  jealous  for  the  purity  and 
honor  of  his  worship,  must  be  very  forbearing  and 
long  suffering  towards  such  empty  and  unmeaning

4.  What  a  change  must  pa#s  over  Christendom, 
"before  the  world  will  own  its  Redeemer  and  bow  to 
his  claims ;  and  the  church  display  the  true  charac¬ 
teristics  of  ••  a  chosen  people,”  a  royal  priesthood,” 
“the  light  and  salt  of  the  world  ?” 

5.  How  needful  and  yet  how  thankless  the  office  of 
showing  God’s  people  their  transgressions,  and  the 
house  of  Jacob  their  sins ! 

6.  If  we  get  to  heaven,  with  what  amazement 

shall  we  look  back  on  the  manner  in  which  we 
employed  the  means  appointed  to  prepare  us  for  its 
joys  !  How  will  we  wonder  at  the  grace  that  saved 
us !

“  De^ptsest  thou  the  riches  of  Hi.s  goodness,  and  forbear¬ 
ance,  and  long  buflr«ring'I”  Rom.  2:  4. 

Young  Harry  was  brought  up  to  expect  every  good 
'King  that  money  could  purchase,  or  that  parental  af¬ 
fection  could  de.'ire  for  him.  But  money  could  not 
purchase  the  one  thing  needful,  nor  did  parental  af¬ 
fection  make  this  "good  part  which  shall  not  be  taken 
away”  so  prominent  in  the  instructions  given  to  tlii' 
youth,  as  to  engage  his  earnest  and  early  pur.suit  ol 
it.  Their  piety  was  sincere  though  imperfect,  yet 
they  had  not  so  prayerfully  and  earnestly  and  con 
stantly  pressed  the  great  theme  upon  the  attention 
of  their  child,  as  to  secure  his  early  conversion. 

The  lad  was  fast  approaching  manhood,  and  a# 
he  gave  increasing  promise  of  usefulness  and  respect¬ 
ability,  he  became  still  more  an  object  of  pride,  as 
well  as  of  affection.  The  fact  that  on  him  alone  re 
posed  their  hope  of  sustaining  their  name,  and  the 
standing  of  their  family  in  the  community,  added  in¬ 
tensity  to  these  feelings  of  cither  clas.*. 

He  was  almost  fitted  to  cater  college,  wheu  he  re¬ 
turned  home  to  spend  the  winter  vacation.  We 
were  then  enjoying  a  precious  seas  m  of  revival,  and 
we  hoped — we  could  not  help  but  hope — that  young 
H.  might  share  in  the  blessings  which  young  ac 
quaintances  were  securing !  Every  evening  the 
place  of  worship  was  crowded  with  the  devout,  with 
rejoicing  converts,  with  anxious  sinners,  and  with 
those  who  were  only  interested  enough  to  come  and 
listen  to  the  exhibition  of  the  way  of  life.  But  Harry 
was  not  there.  For  weeks  that  whole  community 
was  moved  by  divine  influences,  and  many  were  sub¬ 
dued,  and  brought  into  the  Redeemer’s  fold.  It  wa« 
hoped  that  parental  affection  might  have  brought  our 
young  friend  within  the  circle  of  those  precious  in¬ 
fluence.'.  It  was  expect*  d  that  the  faithfulness,  and 
the  love  of  a  converted  sister,  might  draw  him  at  least 
within  the  reach  of  the  preaching  of  the  gospel.  But 
other  influences  seemed  to  bear  a  decisive  sway,  and 
so  the  vacation  passed,  and  the  unconverted  youth 
was  about  to  leave  the  scene  of  revival  as  he  entered 
it,  indifferent  to  the  claims  of  the  Savior,  and  careless 
of  the  safety  of  his  soul.  Once  did  he  meet  his  pas¬ 
tor.  during  that  period,  and  was  admonished  of  the 
supreme  importance  of  immediate  attention  to  the 
great  concern,  and  that  another  opportunity  like  that 
to  make  his  peace  with  God,  he  might  never  again 
have  a  chance  to  neglect ;  but  some  trifling  excuse 
served  to  (juiet  his  conscience,  and  he  jia-sed  by  the 
house  o‘  God,  and  the  means  of  salvation,  and  turned 
his  back  upon  privileges  which,  in  a  few  months,  he 
would  have  prized  above  the  wealth  of  worlds. 

One  year  from  that  time  he  returned  to  his  home 
to  pass  another  vacation,  but  not  to  enjoy  it.  The 
seeds  of  death  were  in  his  system.  He  was  soon 
compelled  to  relinquish  all  hope  of  c*»mpleting  his 
education,  and  soon  all  hope  of  life  vanished. 

That  was  a  dreadful  struggle  that  issued  in  the  re¬ 
linquishment  of  the  expectation  of  life.  To  give  up 
life,  with  all  its  flittering  p-os pec ts,  just  when  he 
seemed  to  himself  almost  ready  to  enjoy  ii — to  give 
up  life  so  young,  and  when  surroundrd  by  so  many 
friends,  and  with  so  many  sources  of  enjoyment,  wa.s 
not  a  result  to  be  reached  without  throes  of  bitter 


upon  religion  while  iu  health,  and  now  he  finds  it 
difficult  to  profit  by  the  thoughtfulness  which  his  dan¬ 
ger  forces  upon  him. 

Many  an  impenitent  sinner  who  has  looked  for¬ 
ward  with  hope  to  a  death-bed  repentance,  has  been 
astounded  at  the  difficulties  of  conversion  that  then, 
like  a  lion  in  the  way,  beset  the  way  of  life.  Thus 
is  it  almost  always  with  the  sinner  when  death  fast¬ 
ens  on  him  his  gloating  eyes,  ready  for  the  last  long 
embrace.  What  is  one  hour  of  health  and  of  revival 
worth  to  such  an  one  !  Who  can  compute  the  value 
to  him  of  one  day  of  divine  influence,  and  of  convic¬ 
tion  for  sin.  while  the  offer  of  life  is  graciously  ex¬ 
tended  ?  What  would  those  friends  have  given  for 
another  opportunity  to  invite  that  son  and  brother  to 
the  house  of  God,  where  the  prayers  of  faith  were 
answered  m  streams  of  salvation,  and  where  deep 
conviction  foi  sin  was  followed  by  reconciliation  to 
Gud? 

The  light  that  is  reflected  from  such  a  scene  reveals 
'he  real  value  of  those  slighted  opportunities.  It 
glares  like  the  fires  of  perdition  upon  the  conscience 
of  one  who  has  despised  the  riches  of  His  goodness 
and  forbearance  and  long  suffering. 

If  iu  the  last  extremity  the  affrighted  and  convict¬ 
ed  soul  should  find  peace,  there  is  reason  for  the 
apprehension  that  mere  alarm  has  wrought  the  sorrow 
of  the  world  that  worketh  death,  instead  of  the  goaly 
sorrow  which  is  produced  by  scriptural  and  intelligent 
conviction  for  sin. 

If  men  tc///  not  hear  the  gracious  calls  of  mercy,  it 
may  be  necessary  to  briig  them  to  repentance  by  such 
terrific  influences  as  these  that  seemed  to  break  the 
heart  of  young  H.  Peteh.

DR.  BULLARD  ON  SLAVERY.  NO.*. 

I  now  come  to  consider  the  law  to  which  I  presume 
Dr.  Bullard  alluded,  when  he  charged  Illinois  with 
having  laws  as  cruel  as  any  in  the  slave  States. 

In  the  Synod  of  Missouri,  a  year  ago  last  June.  Dr, 
B.  in  sjieaking  ol  colored  people,  said  something  like 
this.  "  We  do  not  treat  them  here,  as  they  do  ovex 
in  Illinois ;  there  they  treat  them  worse  than  they 
Jo  the  wild  beasts  ;  they  will  not  suffer  them  to  live 
there.” 

Since  penning  the  above,  I  took  up  the  N.Y.  Pres¬ 
byterian  of  June  2ud,  from  which  I  quote.  Dr.  B, 
said,  “But  even  when  they  (the  Missourians)  did 
emancipate  any  slaves,  Illinois  would  not  give  them 
any  privilege  in  her  ’free’  territory.  The  only  way 
to  get  rid  of  a  slave  was  to  cross  the  river  with  him 
and  pretend  you  wanted  to  keep  him,  when  he  would 
be  sure  to  be  smuggled  off  by  the  under-ground  rail¬ 
road.” 

If  these  sentiments  did  not  come  from  a  heart  that 
ympathizes  more  with  the  slaveholder.*,  than  witli 
the  slaves,  then  I  am  much  mistaken.  If  the  author 
ijf  them  can  show  one  instance  where  slaves  have 
been  forced,  against  their  will,  either  into  Illinois  or 
out  of  it,  he  can  tell  me  something  new,  and  I  have 
certainly  resided  much  longer  within  the  State,  than 
he  ha.s  within  the  sight  of  it. 

Both  of  these  assertions  I  consider  as  untrue,  as 
they  are  unkind.  For  the  first,  he  may  have  some 
excuse,  for  the  last  I  cannot  so  charitably  suppose.  I 
'Joubt  whether  he  can  point  to  any  example  in  justi¬ 
fication  of  the  assertion,  “  Illinois  would  not  give 
them  any  privileges  iu  her  free  territory.”  Very 
probable,  however,  that  some  pro-slavery  man  may 
have  alarmed  some  negroes  with  that  idea,  just  as 
many  slaveholders  have  terrified  their  slaves  with 
the  bugbear,  that  they  would  be  worse  than  sold, 
skinned  alive,  if  they  showed  their  heads  within  our 
border-.  No  doubt  the  taskmasters  grinned  with  hor¬ 
rid  joy  at  the  idea  of  such  a  law  in  a  free  State  ;  they 
made  capital  of  it.  and  have  saved  many  o  trembling 
slave  by  its  anticipation,  and  no  doubt  Dr.  Bullard 
actually  thinks  we  nave  such  a  law.  And  iu  truth 
he  had  too  much  reason  for  it.  We  did  come  the  next 
thing  to  it.  But,  tlianks  to  the  Lord,  we  have  not 
bowed  quite  so  low  to  the  god  of  the  land  yet.  And 
[  hope  there  are  more  than  700')  that  never  will. 

I  presume  Dr.  B.  had  in  hi# mind  an  article  incur 
late  constitution,  formed  in  1847. 

Tlie  article  i*  this ;  •  The  General  Assembly  shall, 
at  its  first  session  under  the  amended  constitution, 
pass  such  laws,  as  will  effectualiy  prohibit  free  per¬ 
sons  of  color  emigrating  to  and  settling  in  this  State, 
and  to  effectually  prevent  the  owners  of  slaves  from 
bringing  them  into  this  State,  for  the  purpo.se  of  setting 
them  free.” 

Against  that  article,  all  abolitionists  and  anti-slave- 
ey  men  voted,  as  far  as  I  know — still  it  passed,  but  of 
itself  alone,  is  powerless.  In  that,  the  ;  lav  lies  aimed 
too  high  and  overshot  the  mark.  The  next  Legisla¬ 
ture  sat — they  discussed  the  subject,  many  felt 
ashamed  of  it.  some  thought  that  that  article  imposed 
on  them  an  impossibility.  They  could  not  pass  any 


others,  with  like  results,  which  strongly  incline  my 
faith  to  that  of  an  old  lady  of  this  place,  formerly 
from  Virginia.  When  about  to  leave  Va.  they  said 
“  In  case  of  an  insurrection  you  will  come  back  and 
help  us,  wont  you  !”  “  No,  all  but  that,  you  and  them 
lor  it.”  •'  Well,  but  you  know  we  want  to  get  shut  of 
them.”  “  Get  shut  of  them  !  you  would  suffer  all  the 
plagues  of  Egypt  before  you  would  give  them  up.” 

The  trutli  is,  the  slaveholders  are  now,  and  long 
have  been,  suffering  many  plagues,  on  account  of  the 
cries  and  innocent  blood  which  have  arisen  against 
them — the  curse  does  not  come  causeless.  Still,  like 
Pharaoh  of  old,  they  harden  their  hearts  and  refuse 
to  let  them  go.  And  do  not  their  advisers  cover  their 
sin,  and  virtually  say  You  are  innocent,  hold  oii  a 
little  longer  7  E.  Kinosbury.

UNIVER8ALIST  THEOIAIGY— NO.  O.

The  practical  fruits  of  Universalism  might  be  rea¬ 
dily  divined  from  its  doctrines  as  already  exhibited. 
A  system  which  rejects  all  those  truths  upon  which 
true  piety  is  based,  the  depravity  of  our  race,  the  pro¬ 
bationary  nature  of  this  life,  and  re'rihutory  one  of 
the  future,  the  moral  freedom  and  responsibility  of 
man,  and  the  sanctions  of  the  divine  law,  the  atone¬ 
ment  of  Christ,  and  all  that  ha#  ever  been  deemed 
fundamental  in  respect  to  his  offices  and  work,  and 
declares,  as  Ballou  does,  (L.  Scr.,  p.  270.)  that  “  there 
is  just  as  much  propriety  ia  exhorting  people  to  get 
an  interest  in  Adam,  so  that  they  may  inherit  from 
him  the  natural  faculties  of  the  body,  as  to  exhort 
us  to  get  an  interest  in  Christ ;”  such  a  system  can¬ 
not  legitimately  produce  the  fiuits  of  'rue  godliness. 
Faith,  regeneration,  prayer,  all  that  pertains  to  ex¬ 
perimental  religion,  we  shall  expect  to  sec  perverted, 
caricatured,  or  absolutely  rejected.  That  such,  ac¬ 
cordingly,  is  the  fact,  we  proceed  to  show. 

I.  The  following  are  its  teachings  respecting/tri/A  .- 

1.  Its  nature.  "Christian  faith,”  say.s  William¬ 
son,  (Exposition,  pp.  184,  186.)  “i.s  a  belief  in  the 
mission  and  teachings  of  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and 
so  far  as  the  nature  of  the  thing  itself  is  concerned. 
It  differs  not  from  faith  in  anything  else.  If  Ishoulo 
inform  you  that  I  had  recently  seen  a  friend  of  yours, 
you  would  be  likely  to  believe  me.  That  belief  is 
faith,  and  it  will  be  weak  or  strong  in  proportion  to 
your  confidence  in  my  veracity.  The  same,  in  its 
nature,  is  faith  in  Christ.”  “  It  has  long  been  fashion¬ 
able  to  mystify  the  subject  of  faith  by  involving  it 
iu  tlie  mists  of  metaphysical  subtilties  and  logical 
niceties.  Hence  we  hear  of  '  divine  faith,’  and  ‘  hu¬ 
man  faith,’  •  historical  faith,’  and  ‘  temporal  faith.’ 
and  I  know  not  what  else ;  and  men  have  labored 
much  in  drawing  out  nice,  hair-splitting  distinctions 
between  these  various  kind'-  of  faith.  It  is  all  van 
ity  and  vexation  of  spirit,  a  mere  play  upon  words 
without  profit.  All  faith  is  one  and  indivisible  tn  iti 
nature,  differing  only  iu  degree,  and  in  the  objects 
upon  which  it  is  employed.”  In  other  wairds,  the 
belief  that  there  is  such  a  country  as  China,  and  that 
the  three  angles  of  a  triangle  are  equal  to  two  right 
angles,  i#  precisely  of  the  same  kind  as  a  saving  faith 
in  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ ! 

Mr.  W.  expressly  denies  that  the  heart  has  any- 
tiling  to  do  with  faith — it  is  the  act  of  the  intellect 
alone,  (p.  187,)  “Let  it  be  borne  in  mind  tliat  Christ 
ian  faith  takes  cognizance  of  tiie  mission,  death,  re¬ 
surrection  and  teachings  of  Jesus  Christ ;  and  is,  ii> 
its  nature,  simply  the  as.seut  which  the  mind  gives  to 
the  truth  of  these  things  from  the  force  of  evidence.” 

According  to  these  assertions,  then,  it  appears,  that 
all  m  n  who  intellectually  assent  to  the  facts  of  the 
gospel  history,  are  genuine  Christian  believers.  It 
matters  not  whether  th**y  cordially  embrace  th«)se 
trullis  as  their  ground  and  hope  of  salvation,  or  wliai 
their  personal  character  may  he;  they  have  trite 
Christian  faith,  and  are,  therefore,  true  Christians. 
The  inmates  of  our  penitentiaries,  and  criminals  of 
every  srade,  wou'd  undoubtedly,  in  most  cases,  ac¬ 
knowledge  the  truth  of  the  gospel  history,  and  if  so, 
can,  upon  this  theory,  claim  a  faith  as  genuine  as 
Williain-on  himself.  Nay,  the  devils  themselves,  .are 
Christians  nl  o  !  Tlie  Apostle  James  says  expressU 
“The  -devils  believe  and  Mr.  W.  s-ays  as  expressly 
"  all  faith  is  one  and  indivisible  in  its  nature.’'  The 
conclusion  is  irre.sisiible.  The  devils  are  Ciiristian 
believers ! 

2.  It#  author.  The  Apostles  seem  to  have  had  an 

idea,  that  a  divine  agency  is  concerned  in  the  produc¬ 
tion  of  laitii.  Paul  exhortt.  Christians  to  tliink  o' 
themselves  soberly.  “  as  God  hath  dealt  to  every  man 
the  measure  of  faith  ”  "  Unto  you  it  i«  given  iii  the 

behalf  of  Christ,  to  believe  in  him.”  "  For  to  one  i.- 
given  by  the  Spiri'.  the  word  of  wi.'dom — to  another, 
faith  by  the  same  Spirit."  “  Looking  unto  Jesus,  the 
Author  and  finisher  of  our  faith.”  But  this  view  ol 
t!ie  matter  Univcrsalism  discards'.  “Faith,”  say.- 
William'on,  (pp.  185,  186,)  is  produced  by  ih* 
same  means,  and  is  in  its  natnre  the  same  as  faith 
ex*’rcised  upon  any  other  subject.  Tliere  is  no  more 
need  of  a  miracle,  or  of  any  supernatural  agency 
to  produce  faith  inChri't,  than  Insecure  faith  in  any¬ 
thing  el.'C  which  you  receive  on  the  strength  of  ev 


Positively,  “  To  be  born  again,”  says  the  Mag.  and 
Adv.,  (III.  370,)  “could  mean  nothing  less  than  com¬ 
ing  forth  to  a  knowledge  ora  belief  in  the  doctrine 
of  life  and  immortality  through  the  medium  of  the 
Savior  of  the  world.”  Mr.  Whitiemore  also  define;- 
it.  (Guide,  p.  158.)  “a  change  of  principles,  motives 
and  habits.”  Mr.  Grosh,  (Mag.  and  Adv.  III.  268.) 
says,  “  The  birth  by  the  Spirit  named  by  Jesus,  iu  con¬ 
tra-distinction  to  being  born  of  the  eaith,  earthy, 
probably  refers  to  the  earthly  hopes  entertained  by 
the  Jews  respecting  the  Messiah-^-that  they  should 
not  look  for  an  earthly,  but  a  spiritual  kingdom 
they  must  be  born  not  merely  of  t'le  water,  but  ol 
the  Spirit.”  . 

2.  Of  the  author  of  regeneration.  ‘  Conversten. 
says  the  U.  Union,  (IV.  235,)  "  is  reformation.  It 
requires  no  miraculous  power  to  bring  it  about;  no 
superhuman  effort,  but  simply  a  nev/  course  ot  faith 
or  practice,  as  the  case  may  be.  The  idea  that  re¬ 
generation  is  a  mysterious  work,  and  that  it  is 
wrought  in  certain  conditions  by  the  migh'y  power 
of  God,  who  interferes  especially  in  behalf  of  the 
penitent  sinner,  is  an  error  which  has  done  an  im¬ 
mense  deal  of  injury  to  the  caU'C  ot  rational  Christ¬ 
ianity.”  Mr.  Skinner,  (U.  III.  and  Del,  313,)  asks. 
“Can  we  .suppose  there  is  anything  miraculous  in 
the  work  of  conversion,  that  there  is  any  superua'u- 
ral  influence  exerted  7”  And  after  quoting  several 
texts  he  add.s,  “Now,  all  these  passages  contradict 
the  idea  of  a  supernatural  influence.  We  are  con¬ 
verted  in  the  same  way  we  are  redeemed  fiom  any 
error  in  science  or  g-' remment.  It  is  by  the  agency 
of  truth — by  obtaining  koowledge.”  In  other  words. 
Just  as  the  savage  leains  that  the  earth  is  spherical, 
and  not  a  vast  plane  as  he  had  supposed  ;  or  as  a  mon¬ 
archist  becomes  a  republican,  and  a  lory  a  whig! 

3.  Of  the  subjects  of  regenr-ration.  In  opposition 
to  the  saying,  “  Except  a  man”  (/.  e..  any  man.) 

“  be  born  again,  he  cannot  .see  the  kingdom  of  God,” 
Univetsalism  teaches  that  there  are  many  who  ne¬ 
ver  need  this  change.  Mr.  Everett,  in  behalf  of  the 
denomination  says,  (Univ.  I,  pp.  81,  82,)  “Nor  do 
we  allow  that  because  conversion  i'  indispensable  in 
some  cases,  it  is  necessarily  so  in  all.  In  the  first 
place,  children,  until  they  arrive  fii  some  degree  of 
maturity  of  mind,  are  not  to  be  i-.umbered  among 
those  who  stand  in  need  of  conve.  >ion;  they  have 
not  experienced  moral  death,  conseiiuently,  cannot 
pfis-i  from  It  to  life.  Again,  those  who  have  been 
well  educated,  or  trained  up  in  the  pure  principles 
of  the  gospel,  do  not  stand  in  net  d  of  conversion. 
This  is  evident  from  the  fact,  that  any  change  in  tlie 
opinion  of  such  persons,  would  necessarily  be  Iron, 
good  to  bad.”  A  third  class  which  he  excepts,  art 
Chrisiiaiis.  “  But,”  he  subjoins,  “  n-me,  in  the  opin¬ 
ion  of  the  writer,  belong  to  the  truly  convert  1.  bit' 
'Uch  .as  take  enlarged  and  liberal  views  of  airine 
grace,"  (i.  e,  Universalists,)  “  and  ar.»  willing  to  take 
an  humble  seat  before  the  throne  of  God.” 

In  no  case,  however,  is  regeneration  regarded  as 
requisite  to  prepare  the  soiti  for  heaven.  “Our  final 
condition,”  says  Whittemore,  (Guide.  158.)  “is  inno 
way  deiiendent  on  our  being  born  again  here.”  Bal¬ 
four  declares,  (Lett’s  lo  Hudson,  33.)  “  It  is  not  faith 
and  obedience,  but  being  raised  iimnortal  in  the  re¬ 
surrection,  equal  unto  the  angels  t-f  God,  which  fits 
men  for  the  resurrection  state.”  Mr.  Everett  says, 
(Univ.  I.,  83.)  “  A'  all  the  benefits  of  conversion  arc 
necessarily  conjlned  to  this  state  of  existence,  so  also 
Will  the  evils  of  unregeneracy  be  confined  to  our 
earthly  pilgrimage.  Heaven  is  above  our  reach  at 
present — it  can  neither  be  gained  by  onr  exet  lions,  nor 
lost  by  our  neglect."  And  adds  Mr.  Skinner,  (p.  266.) 

"  So  far  as  admission  to  endless  glory  is  a/ncemed. 
the  saint  and  the  sinner  stand  on  a  perfect  level." 

With  mch  views  of  spiritual  regeneration,  the 
work  of  God’s  grace  in  the  soul  o!  man,  it  is  not 
sir.tnge  that  Uriiver-salists  are  billeily  hostile  to  re 
vivats  of  religion.  Take  the  two  ii-llowing  quota¬ 
tions,  as  specimens  at  once  of  Uiiiver#alist  piety  and 
taste.  The  fi  st  is  from  the  Reiigious  Inquirer, 
Vllt.  232: 

“  Question.  Are  clergymen  the  c.au'e  of  revivals? 
Answer.  Yes,  they  are  got  up  by  tlo-'n. 

Q  Why  do  they  get  them  up  7  A  as.  To  support 
a  sinking  system. 

Q  When  is  the  most  favorable  lin.e  to  have  a  re¬ 
vival?  An.'.  In  the  evening. 

Q.  Why  ?  Ans.  Because  people  nra  easily  fright¬ 
en*-!!  then. 

QL.  W’ito  are  the  subjects  of  revivals  ?  Ans.  The 
weak-minded  and  illiterate. 

Q.  Are  there  more  females  than  males?  Ans. 
Ye*,  the  greater  part  are  I'einales. 

Q.  Whnt  is  the  reason  of  this?  Ans.  They  arc 
I'lorp  easily  exciteil  than  male 


haw  which  would  "e^c/(ta//y/>rerert/"’ their  coming  in.  I  tdence.  If  your  friend  informs  you  that  he  saw  a 


So  no  enactment  was  made.  And  now,  it  i.s  thought 
that  no  law  can  be  passed.  The  conititution  requir¬ 
ed  the  first  L“gi-:lAlure  to  do  it,  and  not  any  other. 
Nor  is  it  probable  that  any  other  Legislature  will  be 
disposed  to  meddle  with  it.  The  lact  i.*,  we  are  able 
to  report  progress  in  Illinois.  It  is  further  thought, 
by  some  legal  men,  that  we  have  now  no  laws  on 
that  subject. 

Mr.  Editor,  tell  Dr.  Bullard  to  send  on  the  slave.# 
forthwith,  and  they  shall  not  only  have  some  rights 
here,  but  more  than  they  ever  had  in  Missouri.  And 
if  they  will  send  more  than  one  canoe  load,  I  will  pay 
the  freight  on  all  the  balance.  Indeed,  I  will  pledge 
myself  to  find  territory,  protection,  and  support,  for 
all  able-bodied  negroes  that  the  conscientious  slave¬ 
holders  will  send  over  from  Missouri  for  the  next  three 
years.  1  have  no  doubt  but  many  slaveholders  feel 
themselves  in  a  bad  fix,  and  would  be  glad  to  get 
away.  Conscience,  the  Christian  world,  and  God  are 
against  them.  They  would  like  to  get  out,  but  still 
would  like  to  take  along  their  slaves  to  wait  upon 
them.  Often  they  are  uneasy,  like  a  pot  just  ready 
lo  boil  over ;  that  would  boil  over,  if  some  one  did  not 
occasioua)lv  cast  in  a  cooler 


doubts  of  the  existence  of  ordinance#  in  Christianity  ; 
we  mean  in  the  usual  technical  sense  of  the  term.” 

Such,  then,  is  the  theory  of  Universalists  in  resjiect 
to  the  principal  topics  of  experimental  religion.  F-  r

GENERAL  ASSOCIATION  OF  NEW-HAMP- 
SHIRB. 

The  General  Association  of  New- Hampshire  met 
at  the  CongregatioHal  meeting-house  in  Plymouth, 
Tuesday,  August  28th,  1849,  at  10  o’clock,  A.M., 
and  was  opened  with  a  sermon  by  Rev.  Thomas 
Savage  of  Bedford, /rom  Exodus  10:  14;—“  Is  not 
Aaron  the  Lerite  thy  brother  ?  I  know  that  he  can 
speak  well.” 

Rev.  John  M.  Whiton,  D.D.,was  chosen  Moderator, 
Rev.  Jacob  Scales,  Scribe,  and  Rev.  Isaac  Willey, 
Assistant  Scribe. 

In  addition  to  the  usual  business  of  such  a  body,  a 
communication  was  read  from  the  Lutheran  Church 
on  the  project  of  Christian  Union,  and  a  correspond¬ 
ence  with  that  body  was  resolved  upon.  A  resolu¬ 
tion  was  introduced  from  the  Union  Association  to 
the  effect  that  this  General  Association  endorse  the 
letter  of  Mr.  Treat,  one  of  the  Secretaries  of  the 
Board,  touching  the  mission  churches  among  the 
Choctaw  and  Cherokee  Indians,  which  practice 
slaveholding.  The  resolution  created  a  desultory 
debate,  or  rather  conversation,  and  having  been 
modified,  was  passed  without  opposition. 

The  overture  of  the  Union  Association,  before  re¬ 
ferred  to,  was  in  the  following  terms : 

Whereas,  the  A.  B.  C.  F.  M.  has  under  discussion 
the  subject  of  Slavery  as  existing  in  some  of  the 
Mission  churches,  the  Union  Association,  in  session 
al  Greenfield,  August  15th,  1849,  deem  it  right  to 
express  their  view  of  it  in  the  following  resolu¬ 
tions  : 

1.  That  while  we  admit  that  slavery,  so  far  as  it 
xists  beyond  the  supervision  and  control  of  the 
Board,  is  a  subject  foreign  from  the  design  of  their 
incorporation,  and  not  to  be  entertained  by  them  as 
a  matter  of  discussion  ;  yet  so  far  as  it  exists  in  Mis¬ 
sion  churches  under  their  supervision,  for  the  exist¬ 
ence  of  which  they  are  regarded  as  in  a  degree  re¬ 
sponsible,  it  is  a  legitimate  and  important  subject  of 
discussion,  so  far  as  may  he  necessary  to  exclude  it 
from  all  Mission  churches;  and  that  if  any  such 
churches,  after  due  and  patient  efforts  by  the  Board, 
refuse  to  renounce  this  sin,  it  is  the  duty  of  the 
Board  to  withdraw  pafonage  from  them,  agreeably 
to  the  general  principles  understood  to  be  set  fonh  in 
the  letters  of  Mr.  Treat,  under  sanction  of  the  Pru¬ 
dential  Committee. 

2.  That  the  General  Association  of  New-Hamp- 
sliire  be  requested  to  give  the  sanction  of  th*  ir  appro¬ 
bation  to  this  view  in  such  form  as  their  wisdom 
may  deem  best. 

The  Committee  to  whom  this  overture  was  re¬ 
ferred,  reported  resolutions  condemnatory  of  slavery 
in  the  Mission  churches,  but  at  the  same  time  lauda- 
ory  of  the  course  of  the  Board.  This  report  was 
evidently  unsatisfactory  to  a  large  majority  of  the 
Association.  A  brief  discussion  ensued,  and  the 
resolutions  of  the  Committee  were  amemled  and 
adopted  as  follows : 

1.  Resolved,  That  we  deeply  deplore  the  exist¬ 
ence  of  slavery  in  any  of  the  churches  connected 
with  our  missions,  and  hope  that  the  evil  may  speedi¬ 
ly  he  renounced  and  removed. 

2.  Rrsnlred,  That  ice  approve  of  the  recent  action 
of  the  Prudential  Committee  in  the  ease  ;  and  have 
great  confidence  in  the  intelligence  ami  wi.-doiii  of 
the  Baaid,  that  they  will  pursue  such  a  cojr  e  as 
'hail  be  best  suited  lo  the  interests  of  I'lo.'e  churches, 
and  as  shall  result  in  the  final  abandonment  of 
slavery,  as  connected  with  them. 

These  re.solutions  were  passed  nem,  eon.

ness  of  the  life  immortal 

He  must  now  leap  frqm  the  narrow  platform  of 
this  mis-spent  probation,  into  the  bottomless  abyss  of 
despair.  When  he  reached  this  conclusion,  he  cried 
out  in  the  anguish  of  his  soul,  and  cursed  the  day  cf 
his  birth.  The  con'ciousnc's  of  existence  was  to  him 
like  the  arrows  of  death.  No  kindness  could  soothe 
his  agitation,  no  ray  of  hope  could  pierce  the  thick 
clouds  of  glooni  that  settled  on  his  soul.  He  thus 
passed  the  months  of  his  rapid  decline  in  daily  ecsta- 
cies  of  mental  suffering,  to  witness  which  was  almost 
insupportable  to  friends.  How  much  more  then  was 
the  endurance  of  them  ! ! 

It  was  scarcely  a  month  before  he  died,  that,  in  the 
earnest  and  humble  and  penitent  endeavors  to  cast 
himself  wholly  upon  the  cross  of  Christ,  he  found 
peace. 

T'.'e  sad  and  bitter  experience  of  that  young  man 
taught  us  the  value  of  the  revival  opportunities 
which  he  had  so  slighted.  How  eagerly  would  he 
have  retraced  his  steps  to  recevtr  that  golden  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  seek  first  the  kingdom  of  God  and  his  righ¬ 
teousness.  while  all  the  inflaences  around,  and  above 
all,  the  atmosphere  of  divine  influence,  all  favored 
the  endeavor  to  renounce  the  world  and  follow  Christ, 
had  it  been  possible  for  him  thus  to  recall  his  wasted 
years  !  But  it  was  too  late  !  His  tears  and  groans 
could  not  then  turn  back  the  tide  of  time.  He  must 
now,  in  his  extremity,  make  his  peace  with  God. 
and  subdue  that  heart  to  Christ  which  in  health  was 
too  reluctant  to  heed  the  warnings  of  Christian  Iriend- 
snip,  or  he  must  die  impenitent,  and  go  unprepared 
to  meet  his  final  Judge.  The  interests  of  his  whole 
probation  were  now  crowded  into  a  few  weeks  of 
p&ia,«ai»Unn,uid  diaetie.  H«  wu  loath  tp  tbiixk

As  for  me.  I  will  believe  it  when  I  have  proper  testi¬ 
mony.  Some,  who  have  so  professed,  have  shown 


man  perform  a  certain  act,  you  can  believe  him  with¬ 
out  any  special  interposiiiou  of  Divine  power.  So 
if  you  are  informed,  on  good  authority,  that  about 
1800  years  ago,  there  appeared  in  Judea  a  man  call 
ed  Jesus,  who  claimed  to  besentof  God.  and  Mistain 
ed  his  claims  by  signs  and  miracles,  and  by  his  own 
resurrection  from  the  dead — you  can  believe  that  also, 
and  there  is  no  more  need  of  a  special  interposiiioi 
of  God’s  Spirit  to  produce  faith  in  one  case  than  the 
other.  The  one  is  faith  in  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ 
and  the  other  is  faith  ia  vour  friend,  and  both  are  pro¬ 
duced  by  the  force  of  evidence." 

The  disciples  of  Iffirist,  on  a  certain  occasion,  feel 
ing  their  need  of  a  stronger  confidence  in  him  ami 
his  cau-e,  sought  it  by  prayer,  (Luke  17 :  5.)  An*; 
the  Apostles  said  unto  the  Lord,  “  Increase  our  faith.’ 
But  say  s  Mr.  W.,  (p.  186.)  “  The  opinion  that  Christ 
ian  faith  is  entirely  different  from  any  other  kind  o! 
faith,  ar.d  beyond  the  reach  of  human  agency,  is  per 
nicioiis  in  the  extreme.  It  induces  men  to  stand  corn 
plaining  of  their  want  of  faith,  and  praying  for  more, 
an'f  waiting  for  'ome  strange  and  divine  afflatus  lo 
come,  like  tlie  slmck  of  a  galvanic  battery,  and  giv* 
them  all  faith  in  a  moment.  This  keeps  men  weal* 
and  sickly  iu  the  Christian  li  e.”  How  very  weak 
and  sickly,  then,  must  these  praying  Apo'lles  have 
j  been ! 

i  3.  The  necessity  of  feiih.  Says  Mr.  Thonia*. 

I  (Disc,  with  Ely,  pp.  283,  284,)  “  The  popular  esii- 
That  many  are  so  un- !  mate  of  faith,  and  of  the  benefits  accruing  there¬ 
from,  is  radically  erroneous.  The  happiness  of  the 
future  state  is  not  dependent  on  the  exercise  o*  faitii 
in  any  doctrine  whatever.”  And  in  Tract  No.  7. 
(p.  25,)  “Grant,  if  you  please,  that  Univer-alists are 
as  unbelieving  as  was  this  di'ciple,  (Thomas,)  what 
ultimate  hazard  do  thev  incur  at  the  hands  ot  th** 
same  blessed  Savior?”  And  Williamson,  (p.  193,) 
says,  "  If,  in  all  tlie  threateiiings  of  liis  word,  God  is 
faithful  and  true,  th'jugh  men  da  not  believe,  what 
wonderful  sagacity  is  this  by  which  you  have  di 


the  hollowness  of  their  hearts,  when  the  offer  was  ;  covered,  or  by  what  rule  of  logic  have  you  come  to 
made  lo  take  them  off  from  their  hand#.  Generally  !  the  conclusion,  that  God  is  not  equally  faithful  in  his 

those  who  have  ^o  felt  rather  than  professed,  j  1*.^;'^';,^  And‘alUh\  Yn  "th^ 
lound  the  means  and  accomplished  the  de'ire  of  their 
hearts.  If  I  mistake  not,  some  tv.'elve  years  ago,  two 


individuals  in  the  State  of  N.  Y.  published  to  the 
world,  that  they  would  set  apart  SIOOOO  each  of 
their  property,  to  aid  such  slaves  a#  might  be  sent  to 
them,  by  masters  who  could  not  well  liberate  them  ■ 
in  the  States  where  they  lived,  and  who  might  fear 
that  such  slave*,  .f  freed,  would  come  to  want. 

Not  long  alter  a  preacher  from  the  South  found 
his  way  into  the  interior  of  .N.Y.  and  wishing  lo  cor¬ 
rect  the  anil-slavery  fanalici'm.  s'ated  that  Christians 
of  the  South  were  to  be  pitied  rather  than  blamed_ 
for  they  wished  to  rid  themselves  of  iheir  slaves,  but 
could  not. 

Being  urged  to  mention  any  such,  he  gave  the 
name  of  his  friend,  the  Hon.  Carter  Braxton  of  Vir¬ 
ginia  ;  upon  which,  Gerritt  Smith,  E  cp  wrote  him  a 
courteous  letter,  informing  him  of  what  he  had  heard, 
and  offering  to  clothe  his  slave#,  bear  their  expenses 
to  his  home,  guaranty  that  he  should  be  no  farther 
liable  for  them,  and  to  provide  for  them  comfortably 
To  all  of  which  the  Hon.  C.  B.  insultingly  replied, 
that  he  never  had  any  intention  of  giving  away  his 
-lavc',  and  if  he  had,  the  aoolitionists  were  the  la't 
men  to  whom  he  would  entrust  them. 

Up  to  this  time,  I  have  never  heard  of  an  individ¬ 
ual  who  has  availed  himself  of  their  generous  offer 
Similar  ofien  on  a  smaller  ecale  have  b^ea  made  by 


declarations  as  these;  “He  that  believeth  not  shall 
be  damned ;”  and  “  For  this  cause  God  shall  send 
them  strong  delusion,  that  they  should  believe  a  lie. 
that  they  all  might  be  damned  who  believed  not  the 
truth,  but  had  plea-ure  in  unrighteousness.” 

11.  Of  regeneration.  Universalists  have  much  lo 
say  of  “a  change”  which  must  pass  upon  all  men. 
They  designate  it  by  the  term.s  which  other  people 
apply  to  regeneration.  But  the  doctrine  which  they 
teach  under  this  name,  i#  a  very  different  thing  from 
that  which  is  thus  called  by  evangelical  Christians. 
Sometimes  even  they  admit  the  fact.  Says  the 
Universalist.”  (I.  p.  23,)  “  When  we  say  that  Uni 
versalists  believe  the  doctrine  of  conversion,  or  new 
birth,  it  is  not  intended  that  they  regard  it  in  the 
same  light  as  others  do,  for  this  is  not  the  fact.” — 
This  is  an  honest  confession,  and  withal  strictly  true 
1.  Of  the  nature  of  regeneration.  Negatively,  it 
is  not,  they  affirm,  a  radical  chaugc  in  the  moral  na¬ 
ture  of  man.  Says  Whittemore,  (Guide,  p.  331.) 

There  is  much  which  nas,-,esia  the  world  under  the 
name  of  conversion  lo  God.  which  we  think  is  very 
far  from  being  so.  As  to  a  radical  change  of  naftre. 
it  is  impossible  in  itself.”  Mr.  Skinner  affirms,  (U 
Ill. and  Def..  p.  310.)  that  “man  has  naturally  good 
poAcrs.  which  aie  capable  of  being  restored  to  their 
proper  use.  Hence  repentance  is  not  a  total  change, 
neither  is  it  a  change  of  nature.”  And  the  M#g.  aud 
/Vdv.  (III.,  p.  33  )  says,  •  Tii®  doctrine  of  the  new 
birth  under  the  form  in  which  it  is  generally  taught 
and  very  generally  received  amongst  Christians,  is 
doubtle'8  as  clearly  explained,  and  as  well  understood, 
as  any  irrational,  unixUelligible,  incompnktnnble  dog¬ 
ma

Q..  What  is  the  cause? 
enlightened  than  formerly. 

Q.  Then,  as  people  obtain  light,  revivals  will  be¬ 
come  less  frequent,  will  they  not? 

Ans.  They  will.  When  people  reason  on  religiou.* 
'objects  as  they  <'o  on  the  common  business  of  life, 
'hen  revivals  will  sink  into  oblivion,  never  to  rise 
again.” 

The  other  is  .''rom  the  elegant  pen  of  Mr.  Balfour. 
(Ill  Essays,  166.)  “  A  preacher  raves  about  hell  and 
damnation,  more  like  a  bedlamite  than  a  sober-miiid 
ed  man.  and  the  ignorant  and  weak minded  are  very 
much  frightened.  Thi",  kept  up  for  a  few  weeks  or 
months,  is  called  a  revival  of  religion.  Then  we 
have  a  Aiming  account  of  a  large  number  who  have 
joined  tha  church,  and  oitiers  not  quite  so  much 
-cared,  are  reported  as  in  a  Hopeful  way.  But  was 
it  faith  in  the  death  and  Tc'urreclioii  of  Jesus  which 
oroduced  all  this?  No;  *liis  liiey  have  li*aid  "pry 
little  about,  and  care  as  little  ;  nor  ha.'  the  hope  they 
now  entertain  of  going  to  heaven  at  death,  any  real 
connection  with  such  doctrines,  and  of  course  nevei 
can  become  a  motive  to  holines,s  of  heart  and  life.” 

III.  Prayer.  Mr.  Thomas,  in  a  sermon  belore  the 
General  Convention  of  Univer.'alist',  in  1838,  ex¬ 
claims  with  great  pr.tho',  “  My  beloved,  an  undevoui 
Universalist  is  mad !"  Not  merely  unwise  and  wick- 
f  J,  like  other  undevout  people,  hut  actually  crazy 
But  what  ideas  of  devotion,  and  especially  of  prayer 
one  of  its  highest  net#,  does  this  system  inculcate? 
Hear  Mr.  Rayner,  (Manual,  p.  27,  stq  “The  whol* 
effect  of  prayer,  and  of  every  oilier  religious  duty 
must  be  upon  ourselves,  and  not  upon  the  suprem* 
and  independent  Creator.  Without,  therefore,  sup 
posing  any  alteration  to  be  effected  in  the  dispositioi 
or  purposes  of  the  Almighty  in  relation  to  mankind 
by  prayer  or  other  religious  devotion.#,  their  uiilitt 
may  be  inferred  from  tneir  being  divinely  enjoined 
and  from  their  influence  on  the  mind#  and  the  con¬ 
duct  of  mm.  It  should  be  considered  a  great  priv 
tlpge,  a#  well  as  a  great  duty.  Not,  let  it  be  repeat 
**d,  with  the  view  that  it  will  effect  any  sort  ofehangr 
in  the  Supreme  Being,  in  his  disposition,  in  his  will 
or  in  any  of  his  purposes."  So  say#  Mr.  Skinner 
(p.  332,)  “  The  change  which  our  devotions  are  in 
tended  lo  make,  is  upon  ourselves,  not  upon  the  Al 
mighty.”  Abraham’.#  prayer  for  Sodom,  therefore. 
Moses’s  irr  behalf  of  the  people  when  they  sinned 
and  that  of  the  Nineviies  when  threatened  by  Jonah, 
we  are  to  suppose,  effected  no  change  in  the  Divine 
will  or  purposes.  And  it  is,  of  course,  folly  for  Christ 
ians  to  imagine  that  “  whatsoever  they  shall  ask  in 
prayer,  believing,  they  shall  receive  1 

IV.  The  Sahlxath.  We  learn  the  Universalist 
theory  concerning  the  Sabbath,  Ifoni  H.  Ballou,  2nd 
■  We  do  not  mean,”  .*ay#  he,  (Exp.  I.  45,  eeq  ,)  “  tha 
there  is  any  impropriety  in  .setting  Sunday  apan 
from  the  rest  of  the  week,  a.s  a  season  for  religion 
improvement  and  public  wor.'hip.  But  then,  such  : 
use  of  the  day  doea  not  involve  the  notion  that  it  ' 
the  ancient  Sabbath,  and  consequently  subject  lo  th 
laws  of  that  institution,  or  that  it  has  been  made  pe¬ 
culiarly  holy  time  by  any  positive  ordinance  of  hea 
veil.  For  this,  there  is  no  proof.  In  selecting  Sun 
dav  for  the  public  service.#  of  the  sanctuary,  we  bu 
follow  the  same  general  principle  on  which  our  cit¬ 
izens  commemorate  the  landing  of  the  Pilgrim  fa 
thers,  or  the  birth  of  Americiin  Independence.”  Thai 
IS,  Sunday,  in  respect  to  sacredness,  is  on  the  sain 
footing  witli  Forefathers’  day,  or  the  Fourth  of  July  . 

V.  The  Christian  urdinances.  Baptism  and  th'* 
Lord's  Supper.  “  Baptism,”  says  Rayner,  (Manual 
p.  114  )  “was  not,  even  in  the  days  of  the  Apostles 
regarded  as  an  indispensable  requisite  of  Christian 
faith  and  practice  But  if  baptism  was  not  strictly 
necessary  aud  obligatory  in  the  times  of  the  Apo'- 
iles,  it  has  not  been  so  since,  and  is  tmr  so  now.”  S 
Mr.  Grosh,  (Mag.  and  Adv.  III.  269  )  “If  Pagans, 
Mohammedans,  or  Jews,  were  now  converted  to 
Christianity,  it  might,  with  some  piau'ibility,  be 
U'ged  that  they  should  be  bapt'/ad  w'tii  water — born 
of  water,  in  the  name  of  the  Lord  Je.->U3;  but  ou  no 
ground#  that  are  at  all  plausible,  in  our  view,  could 
It  be  urged  that  water  baptism  is  binding  on  any  other 
persons,  or  in  any  other  cases"  He  adds,  (p  221.) 

"  1  wish  ray  brethren  everywhere  would  cea'c  ih 
practice  of  water  baptism,  which  was  never  intended 
for  their  observance,  and  is  contrary  to  Christianity" 
And  th's  in  the  face  of  Chri'i’s  express  command 
“  Go  ye  and  teach  all  nations,  baptizing  them  to  the 
name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Ho 
ly  Ghost  1” 

Equally  lax  are  'h®  views  of  Universalists  respect 
ing  the  Tsirds  Supjiei .  Says  Mr.  Roger#,  (Mag. 
and  Adv.  VII.  5,)  “We  know  that  the  coming  ot 
Christ  to  close  the  Jewish  ilispensatian,  armulled  the 
obligation  of  the  Eucin  i-tic  rite.”  Mr  Grosh  add-, 
“  Believing  the  ob-ervance  of  toe  Eucdaust  ve. 
doubtful  uiiliiv,  1  cannot  ob-erve  it.”  And  says  H 
Ballou,  2nd ,  (Exp.  and  Rev.  III.  91,)  “  We  may  b 
told  that  it  is  quwtionable  whether  this  institution 
wa#  intended  a#  an  absolute  ordinance  ;  that  is,  a 


•ondiiion,  and  “the  Westminister  Cateetii.  m  a 
kvorite  with  all  the  schools,  thoush  not  a  irxi  ho*  k 
iri  all.  There  has  been  no  general  revival,  hot  a 
number  of  conversions  have  occurred  in  some  of  the 
congregations;  in  one  10,  in  another  8.  another  4. 

In  the  spring  there  was  unusual  si-riou.sness  among 
the  vctith  in  a  number  of  the  Satbaih  *ch<i*i!s. 

Calidonia  Assorialion. — The  New  Hampshire 
branch  of  this  Association  embraces  only  three 
churches,  to  which  no  additions  have  be*  n  made, 
fhe  population  of  two  of  the  towns  in  winch  the 
churches  are  aided  by  the  Missionary  Society,  is 
small,  and  divided  among  several  denominations; 
the  report  says  truly.  “  It  is  to  b-*  desired  ibat  evan¬ 
gelical  Christians  in  such  place.#  would  come  toL'e- 
(Iier,  aud  become  united  in  a  cordial  and  harmonious 
support  of  the  in.  itutions  of  the  go.spel.

Monadnock  Associalion. — This  Association  em¬ 
braces  22  churches,  15  of  which  have  pastors, 

5  stated  supplies,  and  one  is  at  present  destitute. 
The  monthly  concerts  of  prayer  for  foreign  missions 
and  Sabbath  schools  are  universally  observed,  and 
all  on  Sabbath  evening.  The  Sabbath  schools  of 
the  County  celebrated  the  4th  of  July  at  Keene, 
where  some  2,000  of  the  children  and  youth  were 
drawn  together,  besides  a  great  number  of  adults. 
In  the  county  there  were  3,000  scholars  in  the 
Sabbath  schools.  Most  of  the  additions  to  the 
churches  are  from  these  schools.  On  the  churches 
in  Nelson,  Hartsville,  and  Winchester,  gentle  show¬ 
ers  of  divine  grace  have  descended,  and  in  these 
places  about  80  individuals  have  passed  from  death 
unto  life,  besides  individual  instances  of  conversion  in 
other  places. 

Manchester  Assrs:iation. — There  has  been  a  degree 
of  special  religious  interest  in  the  churches  in  Nashua 
which  belong  to  this  Association,  viz:  Mr.  Swain’s 
and  Mr.  March’s,  and  also  in  Rev.  Mr.  Page’s  in 
Hudson,  to  which  10  have  been  added  by  profession. 
There  have  been  probably  40  conversions  in  the  town 
during  the  past  four  or  five  months. 

N.  U.  MISSIONARY  SOCIETY. 

The  annual  meeting  of  this  Society  was  held 
during  the  sittings  of  the  Association.  It  was  stated 
in  the  Report  of  the  Secretary,  that  45  churches  had 
received  aid  from  the  Society  during  the  past  year ; 
and  two  churches  and  one  congregation  without  a 
church  had  been  received  under  patronage. 

The  whole  number  of  additions  td  the  mission 
chur  b"'^  i'  91  •  r\t>t  gTin  Nineteen  pastors  and 
23  stated  supplies  were  employed  the  last  year;  total 
42.  These  same  churches  have  contributed  to  Home 
Missions  $519,  and  to  other  objects  of  Christian 
benevolence  $696;  total  $1215. 

The  receipts  into  the  treasury  of  the  Society  the 
past  year  were  somewhat  above  $5000,  of  which 
nearly  $1000  were  contributed  to  the  American 
Home  Missionary  Society,  to  which  the  Trustees  of 
the  New-Hampshire  Missionary  Society  added  $300. 
The  expenditures  of  the  Society  the  last  year 
were  $5,376.  Besides  the  above  sums  received 
by  the  Parent  Society  in  New-York,  $1,717  have 
been  forwarded  directly  to  that  Society,  and  is  ac¬ 
knowledged  in  the  Home  Missionary,  making  the 
whole  sum  contributed  in  this  State  for  the  Parent 
Society  for  the  propagation  of  the  gospel  in  the  West, 
$3000,  and  the  amount  raised  for  both  Societies 
$7,820.

BAPTltsMAL.  REGENERATIOIf. 

The  decision  of  the  English  Court  of  Arches,  in 
the  case  of  Mr.  Gorham  and  the  Bishop  of  Exeter, 


where  the  institution  is,  as  we  have  expounded  it, 
a  modification  of  a  similar  institution  before  prevail¬ 
ing  among  the  Jews,  and  having  an  intrinsic  and  ob¬ 
vious  propriety.  Like  the  institution  of  the  Sabbath, 
it  is  not  made  the  subject  of  a  new  and  special  com¬ 
mand,  but  is  impliedly  continued.  But  if  it  involved 
necessarily  a  spiritual  regeneration,  it  would  be  so 
new,  peculiar,  and  momentous,  that  a  formal  and 
iterated  annunciation  could  not  have  been  consistently 
passed  by. 

We  should  also  have  expected  to  find  it  figuring 
largely  in  the  ministrations  of  the  Apostles.  On  all 
occasions  they  must  have  been  urging  the  presenta¬ 
tion  of  infants  at  the  baptismal  font,  and  frequent 
records  must  have  appeared  of  their  performnance  of 
the  rite.  But  neither  in  their  language  nor  in  their 
practice,  do  we  find  any  special  and  direct  reference 
to  infant  baptism.  We  have  instances  of  the  bap¬ 
tism  of  households,  where  the  inference  is  clear  that 
iafants  and  children  must  have  been  included,  but 
nothing  more.  According  to  the  teachings  of  the 
English  Church,  what  judgment  can  be  passed  upon 
the  language  of  the  Apostle  Paul  where  he  thanks 
God  that  he  had  performed  only  a  few  baptisms,  and 
adds  that  he  was  sent  not  to  baptize,  but  to  preach  the 
gospel. 

The  simple  truth  is,  that  Baptismal  Regeneration 
is  the  first  link  of  that  stern  chain  of  priestly  tyranny 
which  has  for  so  many  centuries  been  thrown  around 
the  souls  of  men  : — a  tyranny  which,  taking  us  out 
of  the  hands  of  God,  gives  us  over  to  the  tender  mer 
cies  of  the  Church,  and  substitutes  its  machinery  for 
the  true  gospel  and  its  rational  and  benign  influences 

It  is  incumbent  upon  the  English  Church,  and 
upon  the  Episcopal  Church  in  this  couutry, 
churches  of  the  Reformation,  to  purge  their  formula 


You  are  sovereign.’  Now  let  us  take  the  third 
let  France,  England,  Belgium,  Germany, 
Italy  Europe,  America,  all  unite  in  saying  to  the 
people,  ‘  You  are  brethren.’” 

The  following  resolutions  were  introduced  as  the 
basis  of  the  business  of  the  Congress. 

‘  Recourse  to  arms  being  a  usage  condemned  alike  by  re¬ 
ligion,  morality,  reason  and  humanity,  it  is  the  duty  of  all 
tnen  to  adopt  measures  calculated  to  bring  about  the  aboli¬ 
tion  of  war ;  and  the  following  resolutions  will  be  submitted 
to  the  friends  of  universal  peace,  assembled  in  the  Congress 
at  Paris  on  the  22nd,  23rd,  24th  and  26th  August,  1849. 

“1.  As  peace  alone  can  insure  the  moral  and  material 
interest  of  nations,  it  is  the  dnty  of  all  Goveruments  to  sub¬ 
mit  to  arbitration  all  differences  that  arise  between  them, 
and  to  respect  the  decisions  of  arbitrators  whom  they  may 
choose. 

“2.  It  is  of  the  highest  importance  to  call  the  attention  of 
Governments  to  the  necessity  of  entering,  by  a  general  and 
simullaoeous  measure,  upon  a  system  of  disarmament  for 
the  purpose  of  reducing  the  national  expenditure,  and  of  re¬ 
moving  at  the  same  time  a  permanent  cause  of  disquietude 
and  irritation  from  among  the  nations. 

‘‘  3.  The  Congress  recommends  all  the  friends  of  peace  to 
prepare  public  opinion  in  their  respective  countries,  for  the 
formation  of  a  Congress  of  Nations,  whose  sole  object  it

The  next  largest  is  that 
of  New-Jersey,  with  168  ministers,  though  with  fewer 
churches  and  communicants  than  the  Synod  of 
Pittsburgh.

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THE  FALL  OF  HUNGARY. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  struggle,  we  felt  that 
Hungary  might  prevail  against  Austria  alone ;  but 
when  the  Czar  brought  his  forces  into  the  field,  and 
France  stood  aloof,  hope  died  within  us.  Then  came 
a  series  of  brilliant  maneuvers,  and  a  stern  and  en¬ 
thusiastic  conflict  on  the  part  of  the  Hungarians,  and 
the  Imperialists  w<.re  wor.-ted.  Hungary  had  great 
generals  and  powerful  armies;  the  whole  nation 
seemed  aroused  ;  success  followed  success ;  the  de¬ 
claration  of  independence,  and  Kossuth’s  appeal  went 
forth ;  the  question  of  acknowledging  the  Magyar 


nationality  was  agitated  ;  and,  although  with  many 
misgivings,  we  began  to  look  for  the  deliverance  of  I  generation  with  more  earnestness  than  ever 


heaven.  We  believe  that  the  decision  of  the  judge 
is  right,  and  we  do  not  see  the  possibility  of  its  being 
set  aside  by  the  Privy  Council.  All  the  evangelical 
clergy,  therefore,  of  the  Establishment,  including,  it 
is  said,  the  Archbishops  of  Canterbury  and  of  York, 
and  the  Queen  herself,  the  head  of  the  Church,  must 
fall  under  condemnation.

Czar  might  have  desired.  They  have  restored  the 
authority  of  the  priesthood  and  renewed  the  Inquisi¬ 
tion.  The  Czar  without  hindrance,  has  ruined 
Hungary.  Is  not  Louis  Napoleon  therefore  justly 
chargeable  with  the  fall  of  Rome  and  Hungary  ? 

What  will  the  French  President  gain  by  his  policy  ? 

If  now 
he  strikes  for  the  Imperial  crown,  he  will  have  the 
countenance  and  aid  of  Russia.  Thus  France,  with 
her  boasted  Republicanism,  becomes  the  main  sup 
port  of  the  old  despotisms  of  the  priests  and  the 
kings,  and  is  ready  to  sink  back  into  the  Empire. 
The  denouement  cannot  be  far  distant.  If  the  Empire 
should  be  re-established,  this  will  be  the  first  act  in 
another  great  drama.  But  the  great  work  of  truth 
and  freedom  will  go  on  notwithstanding.

But  should 
a  bloody  proscription  go  forth,  as  is  most  likely,  and 
t  V  Magyars  be  tramp’ed  to  the  ground  by  the  heels 
o’’  a  r  .unless  and  revengeful  despotism— should 
Hungary,  for  the  time,  share  the  fate  of  Poland — then 
the  apparent  triumph  will  contain  the  .seeds  of  future 
revolutions  and  terrible  retributions ;  then  this  strug¬ 
gle  will  not  be  forgotten ;  every  Magyar  heart  has 
been  in  it ;  the  plains  of  Hungary  have  al!  been  the 
battle  fields;  the  cities  have  been  the  fortresses;  in 
thousands  of  families  will  live  the  memories  of  heroes 
who  have  fallen,  or  of  martyrs  who  are  rbout  to  be 


we  see  no  consistent  course  for  the  evangelical  party 
but  to  aim  at  a  change  of  the  formulary;  for  by  no 
fair  construction  of  language  is  it  possible  to  alter  its 
meaning.

This  they  do  in 
the  rite  of  baptism.  They  present  the  infant,  and 
have  it  named  by  the  name  of  Christ.  They  place 
it  within  the  bosom  of  the  church,  to  be  nurtured  by 
all  the  holy  influences  there  provided.  They  vow  to

There  is  a 
strong  popular  faith  directed  to  free  institutions,  and 
opposed  to  despotic  governments.  Every  attempt 
at  rev.dution  and  emancipation  is  a  gain.  The  ex¬ 
ample  of  the  Hungarian  struggle  has  produced  its 
effect  upon  the  whole  of  Europe.  Even  the  Aiis- 
tiians.  who  have  been  compelled  to  do  the  bloody 
work  of  despots,  have  gained  new  ideas  ;  an  ’,  when 


period  when  the  child  is  most  of  all  their  own.  and 
to  bring  it  up  in  the  nurture  and  admonition  of  the 
Lord.

DEATHS  OF  CLERGYMEN. 

We  notice  during  the  week,  the  decease  of  several 
clergymen.  The  season  has  been  one  of  peculiar 
fatality  to  this  class. 

Rev.  Ethan  Smith,  the  well-known  author  of  the 
Key  of  the  Revelation,  and  other  works  on  the 
Prophecies,  died  at  the  residence  of  his  son-in-law, 
in  Boylston,  Mass.,  on  Wednesday  befere  last,  in  the 
87th  year  of  his  age,  and  after  60  years  of  faithful 
service  in  the  Christian  ministry.  He  died  in  full 
possession  of  his  mental  faculties,  manifesting  the 
fullest  assurance  of  the  faith  which  he  preached 
through  life,  Mr.  Smith  made  the  Prophecies  his 
peculiar  study  for  many  years,  and  his  principal 
wo.k  attained  to  a  very  enviable  and  just  celebrity. 

Rev.  John  McArthur,  D.D.,  formerly  Profes.sor  of 
Miami  University,  Oxford,  Ohio,  died  recently  at  In¬ 
dianapolis,  whither  he  had  gone  to  take  charge  of 
the  Collegiate  Institute,  under  the  patronage  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church. 

The  Rev.  Lewis  Mayer,  D.D.,  Professor  in  the 
Theological  Seminary  of  the  German  Reformed 
Church,  died  at  York,  Pennsylvania,  on  the  25th 
ult.,  of  the  prevailing  epidemic.

In  the  name  of  humanity,  of  American  scholarship, 
and  liberal  learning,  he  protested  against  the  vandal¬ 
ism  that  swept  down  both  friends  and  foes.  He  call¬ 
ed  upon  the  friends  of  Orthodoxy  to  be  candid  and 
generous — they  could  “  efford  to  be  so,  and  in  the 
present  state  of  public  opinion  they  could  not  afford 
to  be  anything  else.”

THE  PEACE  CONGRESS  AT  PARIS. 

At  the  sailing  of  the  steamer,  the  Peace  Congress 
was  in  session  in  Paris,  under  more  favorable  auspi¬ 
ces  and  with  a  larger  and  more  respectable  attendance 
than  was  anticipated.  In  England  the  degree  of  in¬ 
terest  in  the  meeting  amounted  in  some  places  almost 
to  enthusiasm  ;  and  the  delegation  that  represents  the 
nation  which  has  endured  more  and  paid  more,  for 
war,  than  any  other  in  Europe,  comprises  some  influ¬ 
ential  personages.  Mr.  Cobden  has  taken  an  active 
interest,  and  prior  ta  the  assembling  of  the  Congress 
held  an  interview  withM.  Passy,  Minister  of  F'inaiice, 
and  M.  Dufaure,  Minister  of  the  Interior  of  France, 
and  was  assured  by  these  gentlemen  that  they  viewed 
with  much  pleasure,  and  anticipated  the  happiest  re 
suits  from  the  exertions  of  the  lovers  of  peace. 

O.T  the  morning  preceding  the  meeting,  the  Brigh¬ 
ton  railway  station  formed  an  object  of  exceeding  in 
terest,  when  the  Delegates  and  their  friends  proceed- 
i.qg  to  Paris,  assembled.  The  struggle  for  admission 
was  unparalleled.  It  is  believed  that  about  500  were

Ttie  fall  of  Hungary,  like  the 
fall  ol  Rome,  is  hut  a  temporary  disaster,  while  the 
great  cause  yet  lives,  and  will  grow  more  rank  iu  the 
blood  of  martyred  patriots.  The  people  see  plainly 
enough  that  something  can  be  done,  and  that  all  that 
is  required  is  a  more  extensive  union.  Despotism 
has  flourished  only  by  an  appropriation  of  their 
stren.qth.  They  have  only  to  turn  that  strength 
against  despotism,  and  it  will  be  no  more. 

The  position  of  the  great  despotic  Powers,  even  in 
the  hour  of  their  triumph,  is  ominous  of  no  perma¬ 
nent  good  to  either.  Austria  may  regain  Hungary, 
but  she  regains  an  alienated  people,  lor  whom  the 
sympathies  of  the  world  are  alive,  and  who  iu  an  un¬ 
expected  moment  may  renew  the  conflict.  And  she 
has  yet  a  price  to  pay  for  Ru.ssiaii  aid  which  may 
fearfully  weaken  her  and  make  her  an  object  of  con¬ 
tempt.  As  for  Russia,  every  success  makes  her  an 
oiij-'ct  of  -uspicion  to  the  rest  of  Europe.  The  pres¬ 
sure  ol  her  barbaric  hordes  will  not  be  endured  bc- 
youd  p.  certain  limit.  She  may  provoke  a  reaction 
which  will  roll  back  a  tide  of  vengeance  upon  her¬ 
self.  Mankind  will  not  be  content  that  that  rude 
Northern  Power  shall  take  upon  itself  to  stop  the  pro¬ 
gress  of  tree  principles,  and  to  crush  the  struggles  of 
nations  for  regeneration  and  liberty.  The  dismem¬ 
berment  of  Poland  was  submitted  to  witii  sullen 
murmurs.  The  fall  of  Hungary  will  agonize  mil¬ 
lions  of  hearts.  It  is  hardly  possible  that  another 
aggression  upon  the  rights  of  humanity  will  be  en- 
durr-d.  In  the  counsels  of  Heaven,  this  last  outrage 
may  quicken  hesitation  into  determined  action,  give 
a  clear  vision  to  those  who  now  but  partially  see. 
scatter  to  the  winds  the  miserable  diplomacies  of  pol- 
iiicians,  solve  the  problem  of  the  true  balance  of 
power,  and  produce  a  public  sentiment  which  shall 
lead  to  the  deliverance  of  Europe. 

Mankind  have  seen,  too,  another  verification  of 
t  ie  ocirine,  that  when  the  time  is  ripe  and  the  peo¬ 
ple  are  ready,  God  will  send  a  leader.  Kossuth  is 
ihefereat  spirit  of  Hungary,  whom  these  times  have 


imply  in  themselves  the  presence  of  the  Divine  Spirit, 
do  manifestly  imply  the  proper  activity  of  the  soul 
also.  Instead  of  connecting  baptism,  therefore,  im¬ 
mediately  with  regeneration,  we  must  regard  it  like 
the  preaching  of  the  gospel,  the  influences  of  the 
Sabbath,  and  all  the  provisions  of  the  gospel,  as  a 
means  of  grace.  Its  design  is  to  consecrate  parental 
influences  and  endeavors,  at  that  period  when  they 
shall  meet  with  fewest  obstacles,  and  have  the  most 
absolute  command,  and  to  bring  us  in  our  childhood, 
under  the  nurture  and  watchfulness  of  the  church. 
If  regeneration  were  designed  to  be  absolutely  con¬ 
nected  with  any  influence  from  without,  would  it 
not  .seem  more  accordant  with  the  spirit  of  Christi¬ 
anity,  to  make  the  preaching  of  the  gospel  that  influ¬ 
ence.  rather  than  the  mere  rite  of  baptism  ?  But  the 
Divine  economy,  while  it  directs  us  to  the  use  of 
many  hopeful  and  rational  means  in  behalf  of  our 
fellow-beings,  has  not  made  any  one  of  them  neces¬ 
sarily  and  invariably  the  pledge  of  instant  regen¬ 
eration. 

Let  us  look  now  more  particularly  at  this  scheme 
of  Baptismal  Regeneration.  This  scheme  prescribes 
an  absolute  and  invariable  means  and  pledge  of  re¬ 
generation  in  the  case  of  infants  and  children.  This 
means  is  a  necessary  one,  so  that  they  can  be  regene¬ 
rated  in  no  other  way.  Again,  this  means  is  a  mere 
symbolical  rite  externally  applied,  and  having  no  na¬ 
tural  or  intrinsic  connection  with  the  soul.  It  is 
therefore,  an  arbitrary  institution  on  which  the  most 
momentous  consequences  are  made  to  depend.  It 
can  be  administered  only  by  the  priest  of  the  regular 
succession,  or  if  lay  baptism  be  permitted,  it  must  be 
done  under  the  authority  of  the  regular  succession. 
It  thus  commits  the  regeneration  of  infants  and  child¬ 
ren  to  a  particular  order,  and  suspends  the  salvation 
of  souls  absolutely  upon  their  diligence  and  fidelity. 
It  requires  of  the  priest  no  high  intellectual  and 


Custom  House  without  examination.  The  prelim¬ 
inary  arrangements  were  very  complete.

The  Prudential  Committee  of  Foreign  Missions 
have  just  issued  a  sheet  about  the  size  of  the  Amer¬ 
ican  Messenger,  called  the  Journal  of  Mission.s,  which 
is  intended  to  be  to  the  Board  what  the  Record  is  m 
the  Bible  Society,  and  the  Messenger  to  the  TraW 
Society.  The  paper  will  not  be  continued  without 
the  approval  of  the  Board  at  the  meeting  at  Pittsfield. 
The  price  is  yet  undetermined  ;  nor  is  it  yet  decided 
how  often  it  shall  be  published.  But  the  wants  of 
the  cause  seem  to  demand  such  a  paper.  It  has  been 
issued,  and  will  be  disposed  of  by  the  full  Board. 

In  1850  the  Dayspring  will  be  changed  into  a 
small,  neat  pamphlet,  and  be  edited  wholly  with  a 
view  to  youth  and  children.  It  will  be  filled  with 
matter  suited  to  them,  and  will  continue  to  be  more 
or  less  illustrated  by  engravings. 

The  Missionary  Herald  will  continue  to  embody, 
iu  regular  series,  those  portions  of  the  letters  and 
journals  of  missionaries,  which,  with  the  annual 
report,  furnish  the  materials  for  the  history  of  the 
Board  and  the  missions  under  its  care. 

The  Journal  of  Missions  is  intended  to  be  the 
right  arm  of  the  Home  department,  and  an  impor¬ 
tant  auxiliary  to  the  district  secretaries,  who  will  be 
expected  to  contribute  both  to  its  excellence  and  to 
its  circulation,  and  will  be  edited  without  any  regard 
to  the  Missionary  Herald.

but  he  must  have  imbibed,  in  his  solitary  reflections 
in  prison,  peculiar  impressions  respecting  our  Amer¬ 
ican  liberty.  He  may  be  glad  he  escaped  Torrey’s 
fate,  and  console  himself  with  the  certain  conviction 
that  he  has  contributed  something  to  the  earnestness 
of  hostility  with  which  that  dark  system  is  regarded 
by  freemen.

If 
thi.'  tiien  be  the  economy  of  Christianity,  the  move¬ 
ment  of  Its  remedial  power  should  bf  in  the  direction 
o  infant  baptism.  Let  the  bishops  .multiply  clergy¬ 
men,  and  let  clergymen  be  instant  in  settson  amd  out  of 
beason  in  administering  the  ordinance.  If  tljis  be  the 


will  substitute  for  the  disorderly  action  of  agitators 
the  religious  and  calm  action  of  peacemakers. 
Henceforward  this  will  be  the  object  of  true  politics : 
the  recognition  of  all  nationalities,  the  restoration  of 
the  historical  unity  of  the  people,  the  connection  of 
this  unity  with  civilization  by  means  of  peace,  the 
incessant  enlargement  of  the  civilized  world,  the  giv- 
intr  of  good  examples  to  nations  that  are  still  barba¬ 
rians,  the  .“substitution  of  arbitration  for  battle.',  and, 
to  crown  the  whole,  the  utterance  by  justice  of  the 
last  word  which  the  ancient  world  uttered  by  force. 
Gentlemen,  I  s-ay.  in  conclusion — and  let  this 
thought  encourage  us — it  is  to-day  that  the  human 
race  is  traveling  this  providential  road.  In  our  old 
Europe,  England  has  taken  the  first  step,  and  has 
said  to  the  people  ‘  You  are  free.’  France  has 
taken  the  second  si® Pi  lia®  said  to  the  people.

— The  abolition  of  slavery  in  the  Portugue.se 
Colonies  is  contemplated  by  that  government.  A 
bill  for  that  purpose  has  been  referred  to  a  Commit¬ 
tee  of  their  Chamber  of  Peers,  and  its  adoption  has 
been  recommended  by  their  report.  The  number  of 
slaves  that  will  be  freed  by  this  measure,  should  it 
become  a  law,  is  between  50,000  and  60,000,  nearly 
30,000  of  whom  are  in  the  settlements  along  the  Ea.st- 
em  Coast  of  Africa,  about  6,000  in  the  Cape  de  Verde 
Islands,  and  the  remainder  chiefly  in  the  settlements 
and  on  the  islands  along  the  Western  Coast  of  Africa.

ANDOVER  THEOLOGICAIi  INSTITUTION. 

The  for’y-fifili  anniversary  of  the  Theological 
School,  at  Andover,  opened  on  Thursday,  A.M.  Sept. 
4,  by  a  sermon  from  the  Rev.  George  W.  Blagden, 
D.D.  before  the  Alumni.  Dr.  Blagden  took  for  his 
text  the  words  in  Acts,  xxv.  15—“  He  thanked  God, 
and.  took  courage." 

“  Gratitude  and  courage  in  a  minister  of  Jesus 
Christ,”  wa«  his  theme.  Ministers  ought  to  be 
grateful  that  Christ  had  put  them  into  the  ministry  ; 
that  he  gave  them  the  advantages  of  a  theological 
training ;  that  he  has  given  them  such  enjoyment 
in  their  field  of  labor.  “  Courage”  should  be  in¬ 
spired  by  the  union  of  the  .soldiers  of  GckI,  in  the 
great  work  committed  to  them.  Courage  was  to 
be  derived  from  the  power  of  the  gospel — the  use¬ 
fulness  of  the  press  in  the  evangelization  of  the 
world — the  progress  of  arts,  and  the  force  of  popu¬ 
lar  opinion  setting  m  favor  of  morality,  truth,  and 
reli«ion. 

The  duties  flowing  from  the  higl>  po-sitien  of  a 
gospel  minister  were  next  pre.sented.  He  deprecated 
the  extreme  opinions  which  prevail  with  some  on 
moral  duties,  especially  on  the  subjects  of  temper¬ 
ance  and  slavery.  Dr.  Blagden  is  a  temperance 
man  ;  bui,  in  his  view  of  it,  not  an  “  ultra  ”  temper¬ 
ance  man.  He  is  highly  conservative  on  this  sub¬ 
ject  as  on  most  others.  He  would  accept  total 
abstinence  as  matter  of  expediency,  and  not  because 
principle  demanded  it.  In  the  sermon  he  defined 
slavery  to  he  not  a  sin  in  itself,  but  a  relation  estab- 
li'hed  by  human  government.  The  abuses  of  the 
relation  we  are  to  condemn,  and  not  the  relation  of 
master  and  slave  itself.  Dr.  B.  thought  it  worth 
while  to  inquire  it  the  decline  of  religion  in  our 
churches  was  not  owing  to  the  undue  attention  paid 
to  external  reforms.  If  such  were  the  fact,  as  the 
query  of  the  preacher  seemed  to  imply,  then  religion 
would  flouristi  the  most,  and  revivals  be  most  fre¬ 
quent  in  those  churches  in  which  the  least  attention 
is  paiil  to  external  leforms.  As  far  as  my  ob'erva- 
lion  goes,  such  is  not  the  fact.  At  lea.st  it  is  not  so  in 
this  region.  The  preacher  thought  we  oiiErht  to 
cultivate  more  earnestly  the  pas.sive  graces  of  reli¬ 
gion;  and  in  no  measure  neglect  the  gifts  God  has 
bestowed  on  t!ie  ministry.  Although  many  would 
dissent  from  some  of  the  positions  of  the  sermon,  no 
one  could  fail  of  being  interested  in  the  earnest  and 
kind  nian..er  in  which  the  sermon  was  delivered. 

The  sermon  was  followed  by  a  statement  from 
Professor  B.  B.  Fhl wards  of  all  the  known  deaths  o 
Alumni  during  the  past  year,  together  with  brief 
notices  of  their  characters. 

Died,  of  the  class  of  1828,  E.  G.  Babcock,  of  Thet- 
ford.  Vt. 

Of  the  class  of  18.36.  Pomroy  Belden,  of  Amherst. 

Of  the  class  of  1840,  Samuel  P.  Abbot,  of  Farm¬ 
ington,  Me.  He  was  the  youngest  of  five  brothers, 
all  of  whom  graduated  at  Brunswick  College  all 
of  whom  were  ministers,  and  all  studied  at  this 
-seminary. 

Of  the  class  of  1841,  John  K.  Lord,  of  Cincinnati, 
eldest  son  of  Pre.sident  Lord,  of  Dartmouth  College. 
He  fell  a  victim  to  the  cholera. 

Of  the  class  of  1848,  Wm.  Colt.  He  died  at  E. 
Medway,  and  but  a  few  weeks  after  he  left  the 
seiniuary. 

The  whole  number  of  graduates  from  this  .semi¬ 
nary,  including  the  present  class,  is  1066,  of  whom 
888  are  now  living.  In  addition  to  these,  it  is  sup¬ 
posed  that  at  lea.st  500  more  have  been  through  a 
partial  course  in  the  Institution;  in  all, some  1600 — 
more  than  have  been  connected  with  any  similar  In¬ 
stitution  in  this  country. 

In  the  aiternoon  of  the  same  day  Rev.  Professor 
H.  B.  Smith,  of  Amherst  College,  pronounced  the 
annual  oration  before  the  “  Porter  Rhetorical  So¬ 
ciety.”  His  theme  was  the  “  Relations  of  Faith 
AND  Philohoi'hy” — the  characteristics  oi  each — the 
opfrositions  of  the  two — the  fact  that  faith  and  phi¬ 
losophy  were  not  utterly  exclusive  of  each  other — 
and  the  rightful  claims  of  both  philosophy  and  faith. 

The  oration  was  one  of  marked  ability.  The

THE  HAY'ENS  FAMILY.

In 
order  to  turn  into  burlesque  the  'requei.t  meetings  of 
the  “  ShaW'”  and  others  who  were  called  together 
to  consider  the  claims  of  persons  by  that  name  to 
property  in  England,  one  of  the  secular  papers  of 
the  city  called  a  meeting  of  all  persons,  bearing  one 
of  the  most  common  names.  The  meeting  was  to 
beheld  “  under  the  Big  Tree  on  the  Common.”  Some 
months  afterward,  one  of  that  name  received  a  letter 
from  the  Far  West,  post-paid,  making  minute  in¬ 
quiries  about  that  meeting,  and  what  the  prospect 
was  of  recovering  the  estate. 


MISCELLAN  EOUS. 

It  is  said  the  “  Panoplisf,”  a  paper  famed  for  its 
ability  and  execution  in  other  days,  is  to  be  revived ; 
at  least  a  prospectus  has  been  issued  to  that  effect. 

A  Society  v.'as  organized  last  week,  to  help  the 
public  and  children  in  an  especial  manner  in  Boston 
to  public  amusement? — picture-galleries  and  play¬ 
grounds.

So  much  di.-satisfaction  has  been  expressed,  that 
Dea.  Mo-es  Grant,  himself  a  t'Ditarian,  introduced 
an  order  of  inijuiry  on  this  subject  in  the  Board  of 
Aldermen,  and  was  placed  at  the  head  of  Ihe  Com¬ 
mittee.  It  has  been  conjectured  that  this  new  organ- 
izatis  n,  just  at  this  lime,  is  to  call  out  a  kind  of  public 
seiiiiu.ent,  that  the  public  gardens  may  be  employed 
for  years  to  come  as  in  years  past.  The  Society  can 
only  have  influence  with  those  who  favor  the  opin¬ 
ions  of  a  particular  class  among  us  on  amusements.

iTorcigu  Nciue  bii  tl)£  Niagara. 

The  Niagara’s  news  wa.s  telegraphed  from  St. 
John’.*,  N.  B.,  on  Thursday  afternoon,  and  was  re¬ 
ceived  with  profound  and  unusual  sorrow.  The 
political  events  of  the  last  year  have  excited  a  deep 
interest  in  all  intelligent  minds — in  none  more  than 
in  Christian  minds,  who  perceive  the  hand  of  God  re¬ 
volving  the  circle  of  human  affairs  to  the  fulfillment 
of  glorious  promises  ;  but  none  of  these  events  have 
elicited  an  emotion  so  warm,  as  the  unequal  but  gal¬ 
lant  struggle  in  which  the  Hungarians  have  fought  for 
their  indisputable  right.?.  As  each  changing  phase 
of  the  complicated  campaign  has  appeared,  it  has 
awakened  a  deeper  and  deeper  sympathy  ;  till  atl^t, 
the  intelligence  ol  their  utter  downfall  affects  us  like 
a  personal  calamity.  It  must  be  an  unnatural 
American,  or  a  thoughtless  Christian,  that  can  view 
this  overthrow  without  regrets  and  apprehensions 
which  nothing  but  the  reflection  that  God  reigns, 
csin  cilidy. 

Tlie  Hungarians  have  been  defeated  at  all  points, 
and  the  cause  which  they  so  courageously  upheld 
against  fearful  odds  has  fallen  past  redemption.  The 
preci.-e  details  of  the  circumstances  which  led  to  this 
unfortunate  and  unexpected  result,  cannot  be  ascer¬ 
tained  from  any  accounts  within  our  reach ;  but  of 
the  main  facts— that  the  Hungarians  have  been 
forced  to  lay  down  tlieir  arm?,  and  submit  uncondi¬ 
tionally  to  the  Russian  forces— there  is  no  reason 
whatever  to  doubt.  The  operations  of  the  Flunga- 
rians  under  Bern,  just  preceding  the  termination  of 
the  struggle,  are  alone  given  in  an  intelligible  form, 
and  would  .seem,  from  the  accounts  before  us,  to  have 
had  an  important  influence  in  bringing  about  the  sub¬ 
mission  of  the  Hungarians. 

Gorgev  surrenderee!  to  Prince  Paskiewitch,  under 
the  condition,  if  condition  it  can  be  called,  that  th« 
prince  should  intercede  with  the  Austrian  Em¬ 
peror  for  hini'^ell,  his  troops  and  his  country.  It 
is  asserted  that  Gorgey’s  desperate  resolution  was 
prompted  by  the  mutinous  spirit  of  the  hussars. 

A  Vienna  letter,  “  Deutsche  Reform,”  states  the 
number  of  troops  that  surrendered  with  Gorgey  to 
have  been  27,000  men,  with  80  guns.  It  was  thought 
that  Gen.  Klapka,  too,  would  now  be  induced  to  sur¬ 
render  Comorn,  e.specially  as  the  city  of  Raab  was 
on  the  15th  in.stant,  occupied  by  the  Impeiialists| 
who  have  likewise  despatched  a  corps  to  the  valley 
of  the  Waag.  From  a  Vienna  letter  of  the  17th,  in 
in  the  Kohier  Zeitung,  it  appears  that  M.  Kossuth 
intends  to  hold  out  to  the  last.  He  has  published  a 
proclainatirm  announcing  the  translation  of  his  gov¬ 
ernment  from  Arad  to  Orschova,  where  he  is  now 
protected  by  the  Hungarian  army  from  the  Baisk. 

The  Russian  papers  publishes  the  following  letter 
from  Prince  Paskiewitch  to  His  Majesty  the  Czar: 
“  Hungary  lies  at  the  feet  of  your  Imperial  Majesty. 
The  government  of  the  insurgents  have  transmitted 
their  power  to  Gorgey,  and  Gorgey,  the  chief  of  the 
army  of  the  insurgents,  makes  an  unconditional  sur¬ 
render  to  the  Russian  army;  his  example  will  be 
followed  by  the  other  insurgent  corps.  The  officers 
whom  he  .sent  to  capitulate  offered  to  proceed  with  or 
without  Austrian  commissioners  to  the  corps,to  induce 
them  to  surrender.  I  have  for  the  time  to  inform 
your  Imperial  Maje.sty  that  Gorgey’s  only  condition 
to  his  surrender  was,  to  be  allowed  to  lay  down  his 
arms  to  your  Majesty’s  array.  I  have  made  arrange¬ 
ments  for  the  insurgents  to  be  disarmed  by  Gen. 
Rudiger’s  corps.  Respecting  the  extradition  of  the 
prisoners,  I  am  in  cuniammcation  with  the  com¬ 
mander  of  the  Austrian  army.  As  for  Gorgey,  I 
kcM  him  at  your  Imperial  Majesty's  disposal.”
